‘TERROR STRICKEN. 


Goldbugs Are in a State of Panic Over 
Silver's Relentless Sweep. 


COIN 18 MAKING CONVERTS RAPIDLY 


Secretary Morton Pleads for Some 
One To Answer the Book. 


EVERYBODY 1S TALKING FINANCE 


The West and South Are Conceded To Be 
for Free Silver—A Third Term 
for Cleveland. 


Washington, April 11.—(Special.)—The 
following remarkable correspondence be- 
tween Secretary J. Sterling Morton, of 
the cabinet, and MP. J. R. Buchanan, a 
Nebraska railroad man, will be read with 
Special interest at this juncture. 

‘As will be seen, Mr. Buchanan’s letter 
is a reply to a letter from Secretary Mor- 
ton. Through the instrumentality of the 
general passenger agent of the Fremont, 
Kikhorn and Missouri Valley railroad a 
goldbug essay of tre secretary cof agricul- 
ture was inserted in “‘a great many pat- 
ent inside newspapers circulated out west,” 
and the secretary wrote to thank him 
fer it. 

As will be seen, the suggestion in Mr. 
Buchanan's letter about the candidacy of 
Mr. Cleveland for a third term becomes 
peculiarly significant on account of the 
fact that the letter is promptly taken up 
by Secretary Morton, who is evidently act- 
ing in cordial co-operation with Mr. Buch- 
anan. But the most striking feature of 
the correspondence is the consternation 
with which the ranks of the goldbugs have 
been seized at the silver wave which is 
sweeping over the country. 

A Plea for Help. 

Mr. Buchanan makes a piteous plea for 
some one who is capable of doing so to an- 
swer ‘“Coin’s~ Financial School,’’ which, 
he says, “‘is being read .o a disgusting ex- 
tent.’"’ He calls upon the banks to take 
up the controversy, and evidently endeav- 
ors to convey the impression that the sit- 
wation has resolved itself into a contest 
between the banks and the people, and in 
his letter he makes the significant declara- 
Ne- 
braska would give an affirmative majority 
of 50,000. 

He makes a plea for help and Secretary 
Morton rushes to the rescue by referring 
the whole correspondence to Hon. John 
DeWitt Warner, ore of the shining lights 
of the Reform Club of New York, and a 
conspicuous member of the “sound cur- 
committee .wihrich hase. undertaken 
the distribution of literature to controvert 
what it calls the “silver heresy.’’ 

It Takes Off the Mask. 

A most remarkabi« coincidence is de- 
veloped in a recent publication of the 
“sound currency’’ document of the Reform 
Club. It lays aside the bimetallic mask 
under which the goldbugs have been fight- 
ing. The publication referred to is a care- 
fully prepared pamphlet of thirty-two 
pages, the title being “The People’s 
Morey;,”’ in which it discusses the question 
of currency from the standard of gold mo- 
nofnetallism, and the whole argument is 
expressed in the last chapter of the treatise 
which discusses “The Gold Standard,”’ 
and it takes the broad position that but 
one standard of morey is possible and 
that bimetallism is cut of ‘the question and 
that the gold standard is inevitable, its 
concluding paragraph being as follows: 

“Gold monometallism is the unavoidable 
Cestiny of this country; the sooner we 
recognize this and fix it in our laws, the 
sconer will we reap the fruits; the longer 
we defer the recognition, the more we im- 
pede and postpone its establishment by law 
—the longer will our industries be ham- 
pered and all our Dburiness deranged by 
financial unrest ana commercial apprehen- 
sion. Should we unfortunately let go the 
single gold standard, there will be nothing 
to take hold of but silver monometallism; 
for bimetallism for us is a snare and a 
delusion.’ 

Will Create a Sensation. 

The publication of this correspondence, 

taken in connection with the apparent 


movement to bring Mr. Cleveland out for’ 


a third term, more or less significant on 
account of the connection of one of his 
cabinet members with the correspondence 
leading to this end, will be read with un- 
usual interest throughout the country, and, 
wLen considered wtth the sweeping gold 
standard declaration of the Reform Club, 


will evidently play a prominent part in 


the political developments of the next year. 
Heretofore the Reform Club men of New 
Yerk, at the head of which is ex-Secre- 
tary Charles S. Fairchild, have been fight- 
ing under the cloak of ‘‘bimetallism,” as- 
suming the ‘position that they were bimet- 
allists and only waiting for a ripe oppor- 
tunity to establish coinage which would 
be fair to both gold and silver. Acting 
under this guise they have caused a great 
deal of trouble in the ranks of the de- 
mocracy, but now that they have thrown 
off the mask and have come forward in 
their true colors and raised the flag of 
the single gold standard, they wil) probably 
be in'a position to do less harm to the 
party which they have already well nigh 
wrecxed.

Sir: 1 am in receipt of, and thank you, for 
your letter. 

“In my limited knowledge of this sub- 
ject, I am able only to see and to an ex- 
tent appreciate the very evil effect being 
exerted by the so-called free silver inter- 
ests in this country, and I hardly think 
this is appreciated in the great ceriters.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 11.—The Union 
League Club last night expressed in sharp 
and unmistakable terms its opinion of the 
clergymen who took an active part in pol- 
itics.

Congressman Hepburn Says That His 
State, lowa, Is Wild for Silver. 


FREE COINAGE THE GENERAL \ TOPIC 


Every State West of the Alleghenies 
Is for the White Metal. 


REPUBLICANS ARE FOR 1{T, TOO 


An International gevecaeniiana Is the Only 
Thing the Congressman Sees to Stay 
the Sweep of Silver. 


Washington, April 11.—(Special.)—Con- 
gressman Hepburn, who has just returned 
to Washingten from a visit to his home 
in Iowa, was asked today how he found 
the sentiment of the people on the subject 
of silver coinage. 

“I saw an increasing feeling in favor of 
the immediate unlimited coinage of silver 
by the United States,” he said, ‘“‘which was 
very surprising to me. This sentiment 
was especially noticeable among demo- 
crats, I spent a number of days in Chi- 
cago and found the same condition there. 
On the railway trains silver was a general 
topic of conversation. Free silver litera- 
ture was in wide circulation everywhere. 
The educational processes being put for- 
ward in behalf of free silver are having 
marked influence upon the people. I be- 
lieve that this year, in every democratic 
State convention held west of the Alle- 
gheny mountains, a position in favor of 
the immediate, unlimited coinage of silver 
will be taken, unless the international con- 
ference is called and people are induced 
to believe that there is reasonable pros- 
pect of an early international agreement as 
to ratio and coinage. 

Republicans for Silver, Too. 

“The state democratic platform in Iowa 
heretofore has contained a plank advo- 
cating free coinage of silver, but last vear 
this plank was omitted through the action 
of party managers. Something in the na- 
ture of a revolt was thereby occasioned 
among the democrats of the state, and 
that action has had the effect®of increas- 
ing the desire of people to take further 
interest in silver. The state republican 
platform has followed the national repub- 
lican platform in regard to silver. 
publicans of the west have always been 
in favor of the free, unlimited coinage of 
silver as a result of international agree- 
ment, I thought I noticed a stronger feel- 
ing among them, on my last trip, in favor 
of such use of silver, independently of 
the invitation is 
made by Germany and accepted by the 
commercial nations of the world, I have 
no doubt that republicans will Le content 
to stand on the declarations of ihe plat- 
form and wait for such joint action. I 
believe, however, that should the republi- 
cans of the west become satisfied that 
there_is to be no such conference and that 
gold monometallism is to be fhe policy of 
European nations and of our own men 
of wealth, tney will prefer silver mono- 
metalism to gold. 

“I found that the republicans who voted 
for an issuance of $500,000,000 of bonds, pay- 
able principal and interest in gold, the pro- 
ceeds to be used for the retirement of the 
greenbacks and treasury notes of 1890, in 
order that a place might be made in our 
circulation for $500,000,000 of national bark 
notes, met with but little favor. I neard 
no expressions save those of earnest dis- 
approval.,”’ 

An. International Bimetallist. 

Mr. Hepburn does not think the new 
party will gain many votes, although he 
believes the literature which that party is 
circulating will gain many readers. He 
seems to take a more hopeful view of the 
prospects of an international agreement 
than most men who have spoken on the 
subject recently. He said on this subject 

‘The mass ofthe people are rapidly find- 
ing out that this is their interest, and, as 
they are one thousand to one of the others, 
when they do learn this truth, they will 
prevail in any contest. This interest is 
the same on the part of the Englisaman, 
the German and the Frenchman as the 
American, so that it is only necessary that 
the same measure of education should be 
had in the other countries as here to bring 
about the same results. With an inter- 
national agreement there can be no cCues- 
tion about the good results. of the free 
eoinage of silver, With an agreement 
the market is unlimited and the value is 
fixed without the- possibility of fluctuation, 
so long as the ratio is maintained by the 
law. The unlimited coinage by the United 
States independently of lsreement is but 
an experiment. No man €nows that it will 
succeed. His belief is but a speculation, 
so that I think it fS better not to be precip- 
itate,- but to wait for a certainty that 
with proper education, must come.” 


TENNESSEE FOR 16 TO 1. 


State Senate Calls on Congress 
to Pass a Free Coinage Law. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 11.—(Special.)— 
After a lengthy discussion, the senate to- 
day alopted Mr. Stovall’s resolution re- 
questing congress to cnact a law providing 
for the free coinage of silver and gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

There were fourteen members who voted 
for it, ten who voted against it and none 
who failed to vote. 

Mr. Stovall introduced a bill prescribing 
penalties for voting without taving paid 
pell taxes. 

The bill apprepriating $17,000 for the con- 
federate scldiers’ home was passed. 

In the house, Mr. Boyle, offered a res- 
olution to take a recess until Monday, the 
object being to observe Good Friday, but 
after some discussion the resdlution went 
to the table by a vote of 64 to 17. 

A resolution appropriating $600 per an- 
num for the Ladies’ Hermitage Associa- 
tion for the care of Andrew  Jackson’s 
tomb and home was adopted. A general 
bill for the protection of fish was passed. 
It prohibits catching or killing fish except 
by pole and line or trot line.

CHARGED WITH BAD MANAGEMENT. 


Vice President Stevenson's Loan As- 
sociation the Subject of a Sensation. 
Springfield, Ill., April 11—The Interstate 

Building and Loan Association of Blooming- 

ton, of which Vice President Stevenson is 

president, was yesterday the subject of a 

sensational attack before the house commit- 

tee on bullding and loan associations. Mr. 

Lowenthal, of Cook county, came before 

the committee and in a statement of some 

length charged that the association had 
been badly managed, that large sums had 
been illegally paid in galaries and that the 
agents and officials had been guilty of ex- 
tortion, He charged that in via@lation of 
jaw the association had paid to Vice Pres- 
ident Stevenson and his partner, Mr. Ew- 
ing, $400 per month as attorneys for the 
association. Even after Mr. Wing was ap- 
pointed minister to Belgium, the association 
continued to pay Mr. Stevenson half the 
salary for several months. Mr. Lowenthal 
further charged that the association had 
long maintained an expensive office in Chi- 
cago which more than ate up the profits 
of the business done there. H. C. Bun, son 
of Secretary T. J. Bun, of the association, 
was in charge of the Chicago office, and 
Mr, Lowenthal declared that he made bad 


loans and even refused to take good ones. 


because the parties having good securities 
refused to pay the large commissions 
charged, He called attention to the large 
amount due the association as indicating 
that something was radically wrong. 

Continuing Mr. Lowenthal declared that 
Officers of the association had withheld 
loans from people and induced contractors 
to run liens against their property which 
they then took up, compelling the property 
owners to pay them a handsome discount. 

Secretary Bun was present and admitted 
some of the charges made, but claimed that 
a Chicago agent who had been discharged 
had been the cause of mest of the bad 
management of that office. He said he did 
not know of his son having obtained the 
title to certain property that had to be 
taken up. This was in answer to a question 
put by Mr. Lowenthal. The secretary also 
declared the institution to be perfectly sol- 
vent and Mr. Lowenthal withdrew any re- 
marks he had made reflecting on the sol- 
vency of the association. 

At Mr. Lowenthal’s request a resolution 
drawn by himse~’ setting forth the charges 
against the association and providing for 
an investigation was ordered reported to 
the house. 

What Mr. Stevenson Says. 

Bloomington, IlI., April 11.—Vice President 
Stevenson, who is president of the Inter- 
State Building and Loan Association, of 
Bloomington, a legislative investigation of 
Which is proposed, said tonight: 

“The association is entirely solvent, as 
will be fully shown by the report of the 
auditor, based on an examination just com- 
pleted. Every shareholder can if he de- 
sires obtain the money due him on pre- 
sentation of his certificate and can cxam- 
ine the books and loans for himself if he 
wishes. I personally know that the man- 
agement of the association has been con- 
ducted with the greatest care and atten- 
tion.’’ 

Speaking of his connectton with the as- 
sociation as an attorney, he. said: 

“The amounts paid to my former law 
partner, Mr. Ewfng, for legal services, or 
to me, as @ member of the firm, through 
him, were no more than just compensation 
for services actually rendered. That the 
services rendered were valuable is mani- 
fested by the past history and the present 
solvent condition of the association.” 

Mr. Stevenson said that he was not a 
borrower from the association; that he 
owns about 100 shares of stock and that his 
assessments have always been paid in full 
and that he has never withdrawn any 
Shares from the association. In conclusion 
Mr. Stevenson said he was not now receiv- 
ing any compensation as attorney from the 
association, and has not for many months; 


“further,. that he has never received a dol- 


lar of compensation as president of the as- 
sociation. 


EFFECTED AN AGREEMENT. 


Differences Between the WI isky 
Trust and Dealers Adjusted. 

Cincinnati, April 11.—General McNulta 
and representatives of the western distrib- 
utors got together yesterday and patched 
up all differences between the whisky trust 
and the dealers. The distributors) who 
have suffered much in loss of trade demon- 
Strated to the receiver the necessity of 
granting them what they demanded, name- 
ly, that the trust shall cease selling to the 
customers of the distributors, that pur- 
chases can be made by distributors in less 
than car lots from trust houses, and that 
proof goods shall be sold to distributors at 
the actual cost of reducing from high proof. 
The two latter conditions the receiver was 
willing to allow at once, but it was only 
after consideration and reflection that the 
first and most vital condition was accept- 
ed. But harmony could not be established 
in any other way. General McNulta re- 
turned to Chicago tonight and Mr. Hobart 
is engaged in sending circulars to the west- 
ern distributors who were not present, ask- 
ing for a confirmation of the agreement by 
wire. 


Receiver Appointed. 

Chicago, April l11.—Judge Tuthill yes- 
terday appointed the Title Guarantee and 
Trust Company receiver for the firm of 
Barbe, Benedict & Goldman, manufactur- 
ers of clothing, No. 237 Market street, one 
of the largest concerns in the business. 
The application was made by Max Gold- 
man, Joseph Conhafm and Emanuel Moyses, 
members of the firm, and it was opposed 
by Martin Barbe, who has the largest in- 
terest. The application was made because 
of hdpeless dissension among the members 
of the firm.

Toronto, Ont., April 11.—The Alliston 
Woolen Manufacturing Company of All- 
ston, Ont., has assigned. Liabilities about 
240,000; assets nominally $87,000 in excess 
of that amount. 


AN ENOCH ARDEN RETURNS. 


He Was Supposed To Be Dead but 
Turns Up. 

Richmond, Va., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
return of a husband and father whose death 
had been mourned for years by a wife and 
son, is the happy and romantic sequel of 
what was supposed to have been the fatal 
wounding of a union soldier during the late 
civil war. About the beginning of the hos- 
tilities Morris Woodbury, a Massachusetts 
soldier who served under Grant and the 
union flag, married a Virginia lady. The 
young soldier left his wife to bear arms 
in defense of his country. Ere long the sad 
news came home that he had been< killed in 
a battle. When the hostilities were over, 
the young wife, who believed herself to 
be a widow, returned to Virginia with her 
prattling boy, ‘who is now a sturdy man 
and a respected citizen of Manchester.

Thurston. Minister Willis stated to the ed- 
itor of The Advertiser that he had received 
no instructions upon that subject and knew 
nothing whatever about it; nor has the gov- 
ernment received from him any communi- 
cation about it. Foreign Minister Hatch 
has received from Mr. Thurston himself 
no information of new or special troubles 
arising between Mr. Gresham and him- 


self. 

Mr. Hatch has, however, received a tele- 
gram from Mr. Thurston, announcing his 
intention to arrive in Honolulu on April 
lith, by the steamer Arawa, This intention 
seems to have been suddenly formed at the 
last moment, Mr. Thurston had written 
to his mother by mail not to be disturbed 
by press reports, and that he should stay 
in Washington. Mr. Hatch and his col- 
leagues naturally imitate Thurston’s re- 
ported reticence. The remarks of their 
leading associates, however, indicate that 
no serious apprehension is entertained of 
any grave complication. The condition of 
strained relations with the Washington ad- 
ministration has existed for two years past 
and has become chronic, In the discharge 
of his duty, the Hawaiian minister has re- 
peatedly been compelled to perform acts 
which were extremely distasteful to Mr. 
Gresham. The only surprise 1s that he has 
been able to continue so long at his post. 

The opinion is generally expressed by 
friends of the government that Mr, Thurs- 


ton will probably have no difficulty in jus- | 


tifying himself. So far as can be learned it 
seems probable that this government will 
not, in such case, make a point of honor 
in the matter, but will send another minis- 
ter in Mr, Thurston’s place. If Mr. Hatch 
should go, Mr. Thurston would doubtless 
take his place here as minister of foreign 
affairs. 
Thurston Would Like To Retire. 

Mr. Thurston abandoned a lucrative law 
practice here tq sarve the gavernment 
abroad, He would be glad.w retire from 
public life and attend to his private busti- 
ness, but this is not likely to be permitted 
him. United States Minister Wullis is believ- 
ed to feel some uneasiness lest in retaliation 
this government should give him his pass- 
ports, but it is considered highly improba- 
ble that the government: will disturb Mr. 
Willis, so long as he gives no special cause 
therefor. 

A reception Mr. and Mrs, Willis was 
given on the evening of the 2d instant, on 
board the flagship Philadelphia, by Admiral 
Beardslee and the officers of the ship. All 
the prominent government officials in town 
were present with the exception of Presi- 
dent Dole, who had gone to Kauai. 

Possibly through inadvertence or infor- 
Mailty, rresiaent Vole ana otners or the 
cabinet were not invited to a previous. re- 
ception given by Minister Willis in honor 
of Admiral Beardslee and officers. No no- 
tice was taken of the neglect, but it created 
suspicion. Mrs. Dole attended the reception 
on the Philadelphia. 

It is reliably learned that on the evening 
of the Ist, ex-Queen Lilioukalini was seen 
exchanging salutations with a body of polit- 
ical prisoners returning to jail from their 
daily labor on the roads, She was first seen 
to wave her handkerchief to them from the 
east veranda from her former palace. Then 
as they passed the front of the palace they 
again swung their hats, she responding with 
her handkerchief’ but standing back a 
little from the window, so as not to be 
conspicuous from the street. The govern- 
ment and its supporters feel that little re- 
liance is to be placed upon the ex-queen’s 
oath of allegiance or act of abdication, and 
that she is liable to again foment agitation 
and insurrection. 

An Unreconstruacted Editor. 

The native weekly Nakaanana was sus- 
pended for ten weeks during martial law, 
its editor, Kaipu, being in prison as a sus- 
pect. Since his release publication has been 
resumed, Its tone is nearly as treasonable 
as it had been before. Its last issue de- 
clared that the qpeen’s oath to the republic 
did not bind her adherents, as,she made 
it under stress of captivity. She was to be 
regarded as a martyr who had sacrifiecd 

erself for her people. 

Serious and growing apprehension is ex- 
pressed here asto whatthe Japanese gov- 
ernment may feel impelled to do to Hawaii 
after the termination of the war with 
China. The temper of the Japanese govern- 
ment is less distrusted than the inordinate 
jingoism of the Japanese politicians, who 
are likely to make unreasonable demands 
for increased political power for Japanese 
residents in Hawaii, who at present, like 
the Chinese, do not participate at all in 
public affairs. More attention is directed tu 
Japanese matters on account of the rapidly 
increasing competition experienced from 
Japanese importers and retailers. Goods 
of Japanese manufacturers are fast displac- 
ing in Hawaii those from Europe and Amer- 
ica. Altogether more danger is feared from 
Japan than from any other source.

Tampa and the expedition would be dis- 
patched from Anclote river or Clear Water, 
The McLane skirted tre coast on her cruise 
up, examining inlets likely to be used by 
vessels of this class. <A large number 
of vessels were found at Anclote river, 
but all proved to be engaged in legal traf- 
fic. The McLane encountered heavy 
weather on ‘tthe cruise, was considerably 
strained and it is said is leaking badly. 
She will have to undergo some repairs be- 
fore leaving here. 


THREE BATTLES IN CUBA. 
It Is Said the Insurgents Were Whip- 
ped in All Engagements. 

New York, April 11.—A special cable dis- 
patch to The Herald from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, says that news has been received 
from Santiago of three encounters between 
government troops and insurgents, led by 
General Maceo. In every instance the in- 
surgents were defeated. The first battle 
vas near Dos Brazos on Sunday; the 
next on Tuesdny, near La Alegria, and the 
third near Palengne yesterday. A band 
of 150 rebels entered the can'ps of the 
Juruaga Mining Company, near Santiago, 
last night. They confiscated all of the 
arms which -the workingmen had. 

ln a battle near Mayasi yesterday the in- 
surgents wre defeated. 

Guilleromo Moncado, the insurgent lead- 
er who died Tuesday, will be buried in 
Mucaral on Monday. 


A Report from Key West. 

Key West, Fla., April 11.—It is reported 
here that fifty well-known Spanish officials 
in Havana have been put in jail on sus- 
picion of sympathy with the Cuban revo- 
lutionists. Rifles and cartridges belong- 
ing to the Spanish government have been 
secretly removed from Havana and turned 
over to the insurgents. 


OSCAR WILDE ON TRIAL. 


Ordered His Private Secretary To 
Wear His Hair Curled. 

London, April 11,—Oscar Wilde and Al- 
fred Taylor were arraigned for examination 
ind the Bow street police court this morn- 
ing. Wilde was defended by Commoner 
Clarke, who announced that he would not 
cross-examine any of the witnesses until 
they testified at the trial of the charges 
against Wilde, Counsel for Alfred Taylor 
examined the young man Parker, who 
admitted that he was twenty-one years of 
age and>had,. been guilty of .heinous _ of- 
fenses with many persons besides Witte; 
Parker also admitted that he had recovered 
£20 ffom persons whose pursuit it was to 
extort money from gentlemen. 

A young man named Atkins was called 
to the witness stand. In 1892, he said, Wilde 
had- asked him to go to Paris with him as 
his secretary. He went to Paris with Wilde 
and remained there a few days. Thev 
dined together in splendid style. By Wilde’s 
order he wore his hair curled. He denied 
that any misconduct had occurred between 
them. Wilde had given him a silver cigar- 
ette case, costing £3 and asked him not 
to mention the visit to Paris. 

In reply to a question by the magistrate, 
Atkins said he had acted as Wilde’s sec- 
retary for about half an hour when he 
was engaged in writing some letters abeut 
Wilde’s play, ‘“‘A Woman of No Impor- 
tance.”’ 

A witness named Sherley related the 
circumstances of his dining with Wilde in 
1892. Afterwards they had some wille to- 
gether in a private room, when Wilde kiss- 
ed him and flattered him, calling him a 
“clever fellow’? and the like, He remained 
with Wilde throughout that night. Subse- 
quently he had written to Wilde asking 
him to terminate their frindship. It is re- 
ported Wilde has been ill since his confine- 


ment in jail. 


ABOUT TO AGREE. 


Canada and Newfoundland Trying To 
Unite. 

Ottawa, Ont., April 11.—It is now safe 
to say that the fSsue of the conference be- 
tween Newfoundland and Canada will be 
an agreement upon the basis of union to be 
submitted to’the legislatures of both coun- 
tries, Enough progress has already been 
made to warrant the declaration that Can- 
ada and Newfoundland are nearer an un- 
derstanding than ever before—so near that 
one of the island delegates declares if the 
union is not consummated it will not be the 
fault of the colonists he represents. Indeed, 
delegates from Newfoundland are enthu- 
siastic over the outlook. They have a great 
deal of faith in Newfoundland and have 
taken the ground that financially the colony 
is sound, notwithstanding its present diffi- 
culties. Lord Aberdeen had a conference 
yesterday with eight delegates, a circum- 
stance which suggests that the progress 
made has been substantial and satisfactory. 


Kotze Has Three Duels on Hand. 

London, April 11.—The Daily News cor- 
respondent in Berlin says Leberrecht von 
Kotze is determined to get to the bottom 
of the anonymous letter scandal. He is 
trying to ascertain the name of the real 
malefactor, as well as those of the persons 
who first laid the suspicions at his door. 
It is understood that he has three duels 
impending. 


Does Not Léok for Peace Shortly. 

London, April 11.—The Standard’s Berlin 
correspondent says: “I learn from a Chi- 
nese source that there is reason to doubt 
the present optimistic expectations of 
peace. Japan has not abated her excessive 
demands, especially as to the cession of 
part of Manchuria, to which China, en no 
account, will assent.” 


Crossed Shandan Pass. 

Calcutta, April 11.—Advices from Chitra] 
say that Colonel Kelly, with 500 men from 
Gilgil, succeeded on April 7th in crossing 
Shandan pass, which is 12,000 feet above the.

Two Prominent Kentuckians Meet, Ex- 
change Words and Fira, 


CASHIER JOHN SANFORD KILLED 


He Tries To Shoot State Senator 
Goebel, but Misses Him. 


THEY ARE OLD POLITICAL ENEMIES 


A Card in a Covington: Paper, for Which 
Goebel Was Responsibl-. Was 
the Cause af the Tragedy. 


Covington, Ky., April 11.—State Senator 
W. P. Goebel shot and killed Cashier John 
Sanford, of the Farmers and Traders’ 
bank, this afternoon in front of the First 
National bank, of this city. 

Senator Goebel, accompanied by Attor- 
ney General Hendricks, of Kentucky, and 
Frank Helm, president of the First 
National bank, was en route to the bank. 
When they reached the door there stood 
Sanford. He shook hands with Hendricks, 
using his left hand. Then he asked Goebel 
if he wrote an article attacking him. Goe- 
bel answered, “I did.” 

Immediately Sanford fired, the ball pass- 
ing through Goebel’s trousers. Quick as 
a flash Goebel leveled his revolver and 
fired. To do so he had to place the pistol 
beneath Helm’s chin. The ball + crashed 
through Sanford’s forehead, who fell in 
the doorway of the bank, blood oozing 
from this fatal wound. Helm’s chin was 
badly powter burned. 

Great commotion prevailed instantly, the 
bank being well crowded at the time. 
During the confusion Senator Goebel walk. 
ed to the station house and called up his 
brother, Justus, who is a member of the 
firm of Lowry & Goebel, of Cincinnati, 
asking him to come to Covington at once, 
as he was in trouble. Senator Goebel 
then emerged from the telephone box, 
and addressing the lieutenant in charge 
said: 

“I wish to surrender myself. iI have shot 
and killed John Sanford.” 

Chief Goodson placed Goebel under ar- 
rest, but allowed him to sit in his private 
office. Senator Goebel was calm at first, 
but later became visibly nervous. At first 
he refused to discuss the affair, but under 
the excitement he finally gave his version 
of it. 

‘“‘Here is the reason I killed him,” exe 
claimed the senator as he showed where 
the ball of Sanford’s pistol had passed 
through his trousers, tearing away a pore 
tion of cloth. 

Was Lying in Wait for Goebel. 

*“‘He was lying in wait fer me,’’ contin. 
uea the senator. 
reached the gas office, about twenty feet 
away from the steps of the First National 
bank. Il was on my way to the Citizens’ 
National bank with my friend, Hendricks, 
Sat tetera Pom seme 
‘volver I reached for mine.” ~~. 

' President Helm and General weniriaks 
give similar versions of the tragedy. 

The murder grows out of a political and 
business feud of several years’ standing 
and was not a surprise. 
among Kentucky’s best known men, being 
leatiers in politics, business and society. 
Not simce the famous Goodloe-Swope af- 
fair, Lexington, in which both of those 
distjriguished men died, has so deplorable 
a tragedy occurred. It has created a state 
sensation, while locally the greatest ex- 
citement prevails, as a continuation of the 
ill feeling that made the murder. possibie 
fs certain to result in more bloodshed. 

For years Theodore Hallaman and ‘Har- 
vey Meyers, two of the brightest lawyers 
in the south, have been the democratic 
leaders of this county. Goebel appeared 
in the field when they were at the zenith 
of their career and under the guise of an 
anti-ringster, fought for prestige in the 
party. He was frequently rewarded most 
generously and became deservedly popu- 
lar. Personal ill feeling naturally resulted 
and it was not confined to the leaders. 
Partisans sprung from every quarter. San- 
ford was one of these and he espoused the 
cause of Hallaman and Meyers. Personal 
encounters and convention fights were 
numerous. 

The Cause of the Tragedy. 


It is not an exaggeration to say that 
100 prominent citizens have constantly car- 
ried pistols: for the last three years ex- 
pecting an attack any moment. Besides 
this ‘bitter political feeling Sanford and 
Goebel were rivals in business. Goebel is 
a director of the Citizens’ National bank of 
Covington and Sanford had for years been 
a director and the cashier of the Far- 
mers and Traders’ ba The men have 
been enemies since the two factions in 
politics began and there have been some 
bitter attacks and counter charges made 
by both men and their friends through 
the columns of the 
newspapers. 

Last Saturday an article appeared in 
a. Covington paper called The Ledger, in 
which a bitter attack was made upon 
Sanford. The headline of the article re- 
ferred to Sanford in the most depraved 
language. The publication aroused 
ford and his friends, who declared that 
they would have satisfaction from the au- 
thor. It was generally said about the 
streets of Covington that Senator Goebel 
was at least responsible for ‘he publica- 
tion ‘of the article and that neither he nor 
his friends took the trouble ito deny the 
allegation. It was even charged trat 
Senator Goebel wrote the article. 

ebel is unmarried and Sanford leaves 
a widow, a sister of the famous Tom Mare 
shall, of Kentucky, and several children, 
one’‘a grown son, from whom more trouble 
is feared.

Columbus, O., April 11.—Charles Hart was 
hanged shortly after midnight in the state 
prison for the murder of Elsie and Ashley 
Goode, children seven and nine years old 
respectively, in Paulding county on Novem- 
ber 4, 1894. 

The children were gatHering nuts in the 
woods, and Hart, who was only eighteen 
years old, joined them. According to his 
own confession he killed the boy and then 
assaulted the girl, afterward killing her, 
and burned their bodies in a log house, 
having first dismembered them to conceal 
their identity.

All Parties Affected. 

Senator Pugh then goes on to say that 
this abnormal condition ‘‘is not confined to 
the democratic party. It exisis largely in 
the republican party. The whole country 
Seems bewildered and everybody we meet 
is seeking information and wondering what 
is to be the outcome of present conditions, 
Without any foreshadowing of coming 
events and really without any sufficient 
cause our entire political and industrial 
and commercial machinery and organism 
became panic stricken and suddenly plunged 
into a labyrinth of troubles that no human 
Sagacity is able to fully comprehend or ex- 
Plain satisfactorily, We Know that no hu- 
man pursuit is prospering, All iméustries are 
languishing, Producers of all classes are 
complaining and suffering from low prices 
and dull markets,’’ 

The Money in Circulation. 

The senator then enters upon a discussion 
of money as the agent of ciyilization in 
trades, not mere metal, but money deriving 
its value largely from the government 


. Slamp which set it aside for that purpose. - 


“In round numbers,” says he, ‘“we have in 
in silver, $600,000,000; in 
greenbacks, $346,000,000; in Sherman treasury 
notes, $10v,000,0u0, and in national bank bills 
$207,000,000. The $1,200,000,000 of gold and silver 
is primary money—constitutional money— 
money that is not required to be redeemed 
by any law—money that is not founded on 
the credit of the government but only on 
its authority. When coined and stamped 
and issued under the express grant of pow- 
er to congress to coin money and regulate 
its value gold and silver became primary, 
irredeemabie money.”’ 

He goes on to show that silver has ever 
been the money of the plain people, and 
quotes Secretary Carlisle that most of the 
money in circulation was silver and silver 
Certificates. “How unreasonable, then,’’. 
he argues, “‘to insist that this country 
Shall establish itself on the gold basis 
and that all values shall be squared by the 
gdid standard and that nothing but gold 
Shall be the test of honest money and that 
all currency not redgemabie in gold shall 
be treated as unsound, dishonest currency, 
and all bonded obligations of the federal 
and state’government, and all county and 
city bonds and bonds of railroad corpora- 
tions in order to keep their credit on a 
high plane and satisfactory to gold brokers 
and bond syndicates must be payable in 
gold, when the entire amount of gold in 
the world would not pay a decimal frac- 
tion of such indebtedness in this country 
alone and that is now claimed to be payable 
in gold.” 

The Piatform of 1892. 

After discussing the admitted fact that 
gold and silver are conjointly the money of 
the federal constitution, he insists that per- 
fect equality can be tmaintained by the 
laws of trade and without recourse to the 
stoppage of coinage. This is the democrat- 
ic theory. “The platform adopted in Chica- 
go in 1892,” he goes on “thas been the sub- 
ject of much discussion, different construc- 
tion and most remarkable contrariety of 
opinion. It is a singular fact, as stated by 
Senator Hill publicty in the United States 
senate, and never denied, that President 
Cleveland never endorsed the  pilatform 
when he accepted the nomination. 

“The words of the platform are plain 
English, but. when taken together they 
have been endowed by the ingenuity of 
construction with the most wonderful elas- 
ticity and irreconcilable meaning. It is 
denied that the platform commits the party 
to free coinage for the reason that a mo- 
tion was made in the convention to in- 
sert the word ‘free’ before coinage, so as 
to make the platform read ‘free coinage,’ 
and the motion failed, and no suggestion of 
the reason why the word free was not in- 
serted in the platform is ever made by the 
opponents of free coinage. The motion to 
insert the word free was voted down for 
the obvious and sufficient reason that the 
platform as reported contained language as 
strong and comprehensive as the word 
free, and it would have been useless sur- 
plusage to amend the platform as pro- 
posed. It was already in the platform as 
reported that ‘both gold and silver were to 
be admitted to equal coinage as standard 
money without discrimination in favor of 
either metal.’ ‘ 

What of the Future? 

Speaking of the future, Senator Pugh 
says: 

When the national democratic conven- 
tion meets in 189% to declare its principles 
and policies on the question of finance and 
nominate its candidates for president and 
vice president it will have been finally de- | 
termined whether silver can be restored 
to coinage by an international agreement, 
and the question will then be squarely pre- 
sented to the convention for the first time, 
entirely free from the entanglements and 
subtifuges .ef international agreements— 
shall the national democratic party pledge 
itself unmistakably and without ambiguity, 
or chance for quibling, dodgitg, or trim- 

, to the free or limited or qualified 
coinage of silver, and if so shall the coin- 
age be confined to the product of Ameri- 
can mines to the exclusion of foreign coins 
and bullion and also at what ratio? When 
these questions are determined by the con- 
vention, then the et od a pedh = 
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same as gold, The democfatic convention 
will be compelled: to face the present con- 
ditions in this country, and the universal 
concession and reg to all parties and 
eople in the United States that it would 
be right, and just, and safe, and beneficial 
to all interests in the United States to have 
silver restored to coinage by an internation- 
al agreement, If it would be right, safe, 
and just, wise ang beneficial, to have sil- 
ver coined like gold and added to our sup- 
ply of money then it cannot be denied that 
f silver is not restored to coinage by an 
international agreement the people of the 
United States will be great sufferers in 
being compelled by England alone, at the 
great loss and humiliation of this country, 
to submit to the continued imposition of the 
gold standard and the scarcity of coin mon- 
ey for the exclusive benefit of England, 
“I can never be made to believe that the 
democratic party will deliberately accept 
such consequences and such degradation 
of their country and government until it 
becomes an accomplished fact.’’ 


NEW INSTRUCTIONS ISSUED. 


Miller Changes the Rules for the Col- 
lection of Income Tax. 

Washington, April. 11.—Commissioner 
Miller today, after consideration cf the 
changed income tax Jaw but still in 
the absence of the full text of the supreme 
court decision, issued supplemental in- 
structions to the sixty-three internal reve- 
nue collectors. 

These instructions may be followed by 
others to meet special cases as they arise. 


| The instructions were handed to the South- 


ern Associated Press for distribution and 
will not be telegraphed to collectors of 
internal reyenue except in the far west. 
They are as follows: 

‘1, Interest received from state, county 
and municipal bonds, or securities, and 
rents from real estate, are not taxable as 
income, but persons or corporations re- 
ceiving said interest or rents shall include 
in their returns as receipts the _ full 
a:mnount thereof received cr accrued within 
the year for which the return is made, 
and shall deduct the same as not subject 
to taxation. 

‘2. The amounts actually paid for 
taxes, insurance and repairs on real estate 
may be d-ducted from income, as hereto- 
fore provided by the law and regulations. 

‘8. All persons and corporations that 
rendered income tax returns 
for the year 1594 to a collector or deputy 
collector, inclucing therein interest re- 
ceived from state, county or municipal 
bonds, or from rents from real estate, 
ruay have the amounts of said interest and 
rents deducted from their income by duly 
making an affidavit to that effect and 
delivering the same to the collector or 
ceputy collector to whom tbe original re- 
turn was rendered. 

‘4. The collector uven receipt of the 
prescribed affidavit shall attach said affi- 
davit to the return of the affiant hereto- 
fore made, and shall make the correction 
in said return in confurmity with the facts 
Stated in said affidavit, and forward said 
arrended return, with the affidavit attach- 
ed, to the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue, JOSEPH S. MILLER, 

“Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

“Approved: J. G. -CARLISLE, 

“Secretary, of the Treasury.” 

These telegrams were sent to collectors: 

‘“‘Washington, April Il.—Have the affi- 
davit and instructions printed and dis- 
tributed immediately to all persons who 
have rendered returns. All returns re- 
ccived here will be forwarded to you by 
mail. Correct same by attaching affidavit 
and making deduction as shown therein. 
Require all persons in making returns in 
future to show clearly that rents included 
and deducted were receivea only from real 
estate, and include nothing whatever paid 
for rent of use of personal property oer 
franchise. 

“If necessary for accommodation of per- 
sons filing income tax returns, you will 
keep your office open for business from 8 
o'clock a. m. until 6 o’clock p. m. up to 
and including the 15th instant. 

“JOSEPH 8S. MILLER, 
Commissioner,”’ 

“There is no power vested in this de- 
partment,” telegraphed Commissioner Mil- 
ler late this afternoon, ‘‘to extend the time 
for making returns under the income tax 
law.’’ 

The telegram was sent to Thomas T. 
Eckert, president of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. With the supple 
mental instruétion sent to collectors of 
internal revenue today, together with he 
telegrams as to keeping open their offices 
beyond the regular hours, Commissioner 
Miller has closed up, as completely as he 
can, his connection with the enforcement 
of what remains of’ the income tax law. 
Collectors and those subject to the law 
must do the rest and must do it before the 
close of, business on next Monday, April 
lsth, or else be subject to the penalties 
imposed by the law. 

Postmaster General Wilson today stated 
that the sale of postage stamps for the 
last quarter of 1894 amounted to $19,405,571, 
which was the largest in the history of 
the government for a like period. He con- 
sidered this a barometer, indicating the 
revival of business. The total receipts 
from other sources of the postoffice de- 
partment for the last quarter of 1894 were 
$1,165,207 more than for the corresponding 
period of 1893. 

No Hope for a Rehearing. 

Washington, April 11.—(Special.)—Al- 
though an effort is being made to secure 
a rehearing of the income tax case before 
a full bench of the supreme court, it is 
hardly likely that the effort will have a 
successful issue. The precedents are all 
against the reversal of a decision of the 
court without a change in its personnel. 
Cases once decided have bgen reargued, and 
although there was often a wide diver- 
gence of views in the first instance, the 
court has invariably sustained the previ- 
ous judgment and by a unanimous vote. 
Consequently, while the case may be re- 
opened, it is almost certain that in that 
event the law will be sustained. 

How England Views It. 

London, April 11.—The Globe, referring to 
the decision of the supreme court of the 
United States as to the constitutionality 
of the income tax, says: 

“Every man in this country will regret 
that there is no supreme court of the 
American variety here. Never in all the 
long history of the English bench have they 
soared to the heights of liberty reached by 
the American judges yesterday. It is quite 
impossible to establish such a tribunal 
here.”’ 

The St. James Gazette comments on the 
supreme court decision in a similar strain, 
and adds: 

“No one has suggested that this august 
tribunal can be bribed in the manner fa- 
miliar to litigants in some of the inferior 
courts of the union. Still, it is significant 
that the politics of the various judges is 
carefully mentioned in the dispatches.”

Judge Randolph Leaves: the Merchants 
in a Bad Fix. 


THEY MUST PAY BACK LICENSES 


He Would Tell Them to Charge His Per- 
sonal Billxto Their License Account. 
His Resignation Refused. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The state examiner gave the governor to- 
day an abstract of the results of hig re- 
searches into the affairs of the probate 
office. Governor Oates made certain recom- 
mendations and suggestions in connection 
with the report and referred it back to the 
examiner. 

The shortage is considerably in excess of 
$20,000, but the defalcation to the state 
will probably not be quite that much. In 
other words, the state is not the only suf- 
ferer bY a great deal. It appears that 
Judge Randolph had a practice of trading 
on. credit with merchants of the city and 
charging bills to himself with the state- 
ment that they would be credited on the 
merchant’s license. In many cases these 
accounts ran as high as $1,000. The judge, 
however, would say nothing further about 
the license and the year would expire 
without its being issued. The same thing 
would happen the next year and so on. 

Now the governor has refused to allow 
the state to be the loser in these cases. 
He takes the ground that the merchants 
still owe the licenses to the state and are 
liable criminally and civilly for doing busi- 
ness without a license. He claims that 
Judge Randolph owes the merchants and 
they in turn owe the state for license. This 
will work a great saving to the state in 
the matter. It will be a little hard on some 
of the merchants, but only fair, a® will be 
readily appreciated. For instance, Judge 
Randolph owes a saloon man here about 
$1,000 and the saloon man owes license for 
several years amounting to almost that 
much. He figured he was about even on 
the matter, but he will have to plank down 
his back license all the same. 

Mr. John Randolph, chief clerk in Judge 
Randolph's office, handed Governor Oates 
today a resignation written and signed by 
Judge Randolph sever4l years ago. It ap- 
pears the judge nad fatten $6,000 behind 
before his last election And his then bonds- 
men paid up the amount on condition that 
all money should be handled by John Ran- 
dolph. The resignation was given to John 
Randolph to be presented fo the governor 
by him whenever the judge violated his 
contract. Mr. Randolph had no ‘occasion 
to present the resignation during the con- 
tinuance of the bond. Governor Oates, 
however, does not regard the resignation 
as of any effect to vacate the office at this 
time. It is possible, though not probable, 
that the examiner’s report will go to the 
grand jury tomorrow. The chances are it 
will not reach them until Monday as much 
work has yet to be done upon it. As soon 
as the jury reports the office will be de- 
clared vacant and an appointment will 
quickly thereafter be made. 


THE THIRD AND FOURTH PARTIES. 


Populists Are Urged To Stand by Their 
Party. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 11.—(Special.)— 
Rev. 8. M. Adams, chairman of the peo- 
ple’s party state executive committee, has 
issued a manifesto to his followers of 
which the following is a summary: 

The new silver party that is now being 
organized is but another witness that the 
people’s party is right on the money ques- 
tion and right in its declarations to the 
people of America that the money power 
of England and the United States is in- 
deed controlling both old parties in the 
interest of the banks. Now that the new 
party has come to help prove to the peo- 
ple of this country that the people’s party 
is right, the question arises what shall be 
the relations’ and feelings between these 
parties, i. e., the populists and bimetallists? | 

“I suggest they should be friendly. But 
af the same time I warn the people’s party 
of Alabama to be on the alert. We have 
nothing to gain by following the free sil- 
verites, for we already have a similar 
plank, the best in existence. I’m in favor 
of standing by our platform without com- 
promise, and yet at the same time I would 
like to see free silver men vote solidly for 
a president of the United States who will 
sign a bill for free coinage at 16 to 1, and 
one who will veto any proposition allowing 
the secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds in time of peace. 

“But I’m impressed that the silver men 
of Alabama are making a mockery of the 
question—that is, those inside the organized 
democratic ranks. Did they not cry in the 
Cleveland campaign of 1892 ‘free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver?” Every one knows 
what that means. The organized demo- 
crats of this state defeated a man before 
their last nominating convention who 
claimed to be a free silverite and nomi- 
nated a Clevelandite. The same party 
promised the people if they voted for Cleve- 
land we would have free coinage and many 
other good things. 

“But after the election that party went 
into power by the votes of men who fa- 
vored free coinage and gave their influence 
to free issue of gold bonds instead of free 
silver.’”’

The Rapid Advance Recalls the Palmy 
Days of Old. 


Pittsburg, April 11.—Not for seven or 
eig#t years has there been so much excite- 
ment in oil circles as that created today 
when the market reached $1.80 per barrel. 
Early in the morning the Standard an- 
nounced that they would pay $1.50 per barrel 
for oil delivered at their agencies. When 
the Standard makes a pri¢e, it holds good 
for at least one day. Outsiders, however, 
think the crude article is worth more, and 
on the different exchanges the price was 
30 cents higher than that of the Stanrard. 

Many of the heavy speculators and pro- 
ducers that once held full sway in the mag- 
nificent oil exchange building on Fourth 
avenue, where fortunes were made and 
lost in a day, congregated today in a room 
across the street, now used by-the local 
Stock exchange, and discussed the sensa- 
tional advance in petroleum, 

There is but one feeling, and that is that 
the production will have to improve or the 
price of oil will remain as high or even 
higher than it is now. For the first time 
in years there was some trading in oil on 
the local stock exchange, and it is estimat- 
ed that about 40,000 barrels changed hands. 
Heretofore a few thousand barrels would 


change hands now and then, but nothing 
worth mentioning passed through the clear- 
ing house. The producers are the only peo=- 
ple that are reaping a harvest. In two 
days the price for, hot onhky Pennsyivania, 
but all other oils, has advanced about 36 
cents a barrel. From a speculative point 
there could have been very little money 
made, as no one has been trading in oil for 
years. As the production is gradually de- 
creasing, and the Standard has the bulk 
of surplus oil and is still buying, the chance 
for a speculator that did not own oil would 
be small. While exchange prices were 30 
cents higher than Standard, it took very lit- 
tle selling to break the market 11 cents. 
Where this advance is going to stop is a 
question that the producer would like an- 
swered. He feels satisfied, however, that a 
well that will do a few barrels a day is 
worth hunting, and this has made great 
activity in the oil fields. 

The statement published yesterday that 
the Standard had purchased the Venture 
Oil Company property of 2,000 acres. of 
leased land in the BcDonald field with 
eighty-eight wells and a production of 1,000 
a day, was a little premature. While ne- 
gotiations have been pending for some time, 
the deal has not been consummated. 


of Coke. 
Uniontown, Pa., April 11.—The bottom 
fell out of the coke trade the past week 
and both the production and output took a 
tumble. The decrease is directly attribut- 
able to the advance in the price. There is 
enough stock coke to rtin five or six weeks 
and it is probabie the production and ship- 
m@nta will last until all this stock 
coke is used up, which will not be before 
the middle of May. Only thirty-nine of 
the eighty plants in the region were in 
operation six days; thirty-five ran five 
days and six ran four days. Reports in- 
dieate that mearly every plant will be re- 
duced to five days this week, with a Cor. 
responding decrease in production.

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HORSEMEN IN SESSION. 


Proceedings of the Turf Congress at 
Memphis. 

‘Memphis, Tenn., April 11.—The turf con- 
gress was in session until midnight. E. C. 
Hopper, James Rees and J. A. Murphy 
were appointed a committee on jockeys. 
They will meet today. License on jockeys 
were raised from $ to $5. In the case of 
the horse Simmons, supposed to be oute 
lawed, the committee of investigation ap- 
pointed. If Tom Walsh was interested in 
the horse he will be outiawed, otherwise 
reinstated. Ed Corrigan raised the point 
whether or not an owner could enter 
more than one horse in a selling race. 
The congress rules that he can start two 
horses in a selling stake race, but not in 
a selling purse race. If the entry comes 
“one,” “two” half of the excess money 
goes to the association and the other half 
to the owner of the horse. It was ruled 
that a jockey can weigh in with any 
amount of overweight, but only two 
pounds underweight. All. selling races 
were made claiming races. Express con- 
ditions of races supersede the rules of the 
turf congress where they are in conflict. 
A sliding scale of weights for steeple 
chases was adopted with a minimum 
weight of 125 pounds and a maximum of 
17> pounds. df a horse is injured at the 
post twenty minutes shall be allowed to 
make a new book and all bets shall be de- 
clared off. 

The next meeting of the turf eongress 
will be held in St. Louis the last Wednes- 
day in October. Every. track member of 
this congress muSt-give six days’ meeting 
every year or forfeit membership.

Grant and Lee at Appomattox is not de-

“Whereas, If a monument should be 
erected at Appomattox to Generals Grant 
and Lee the movement to that end would 
more gracefully originate with the victor 
than with the defeated, and, therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved by Camp Ward, Confederate 
Veterans No. 10: 

‘1. We regret and deprecate the introduc. 
tion and passage of senate resolution No.13. 

“2, We urge each and every camp of 
Confederate Veterans throughout the state 
to join with us in expressing disapproval of 
said resolution. 

“3 That the governor of the state of 
Florida is requested to veto said resolu- 
tion. 

‘4. That the adjutant of this camp be, 
and he is hereby directed, to send a copy 
of these resolutions to the governor of the 
state of Florida, a copy to the Southern 
Associated Press and one copy to each 
camp of Confederate Veterans ,throughout 
the state of Florida.” 


LARGE BLAZE IN NEW YORK.

Macon’s Blection Goes Against the Pre- 
posed Issue of $130,000. 


NOT MUCH INTEREST TAKEN IN IT 


Central City Lawyers Engaged in an Inter- 
esting Divorce Suit in Houston 
County. 


(Macon, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)}—The 
election for $130,000 of paving and public 
improvement bonds was held today and 
resulted against bonds. 

No public interest was manifested and 
only ‘628 votes were cast. Of this 348 
were for bonds and 180 against bonds. 
Barts receivetl 168 majority, but fell four 
short of the necessary iwo-thirds of the 
total vote cast today and about 100 short 
of the two-thirds of the last election. The 
lack of interest is said to be due to the 
side issues involved in the question. Peo 
ple were willing to vote for bonds for 
paving, but did not wish to isame bonds 
to improve parks, build engine houses, etc. 
Mayor Horne will probably have an or- 
dinance introduced at the council meet- 
ing next Tuesday night providing for an- 
other election for $130,000 of bonds, the 
entire amount to be devoted to street 
paving and thus strip the question of all 
side issues. 

Interesting Divorce Suit. 

The most interesting case tried at this 
term of Houston superior court was that 
of J. M. Culpepper versus Sally G. Cul- 
pepper, suit for divorce. The jury, after 
being out twenty-four hours, returned’ a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff. The 
father of the defendant is in the city to- 
day and announces that he intends to 
fight the first decree and will move fer a 
new trial on the ground that the verdict 
Was contrary to the law, facts and evi- 
@ence. Today he employed Messrs. 
Gustin, Guerry & Hall as additional coun- 
Sel to assist Messrs. Warren D. Notting- 
ham and Alonzo Harper, defendant’s origi- 
nal ceunsel. Plaintiff’s counsel are Bacon 
& ‘Miller and Hardeman, Davis & Turner, 
All these lawyers are residents of Macon. 

The plaintiff claims that he married de- 
fendant untier duress, but this is stoutly 
denied by the defendant. The plaintiff 
and defendant and their families stand 
high in Houston and the case is arousing 
much public interest.

‘$5,500 of Income Tax. 


The indications are that the gross re- 
turns of incomes in the city of Macon 
and county of Bibb under the new law will 
be about $275,000. The tax on this at 2 per 
cent$will yield $5,500, and this will be the 
amount that the capitalists of Bibb will 
have to pay into the United States treasu- 
ry. The above figures apply to the city 
and suburbs, as there is comparatively 
very little revenue in the county that 
is subject to the tax. Deputy Intenal Rev- 
enue Collector Graves is still requiring re- 
turns to be made on real estate, rentals 
and interest on state and municipal bonds, 
as he has received no instructions to the 
contrary.

About 
1 o’ciock in the morning the deputy re- 
turned from his search for the still and en- 
tered Brady’s house by a rear door that 
was unlocked. In the room he entered he 
found his fellow deputy in bed covered up, 
fast asicep. By his side lay a sleeping 
figure which the deputy though was J. 

The deputy was awakened and 
was asked by the other deputy where 
Brady was. He _was told that Brady was 
in the next room with his wife, and that 
Brady’s father was the person asleep in 
bed with him. Investigation revealed that 
J. S. Brady had escaped from the house 
while the deputy was asleep and had car- 
ried off with him the nine gallons of 
whisky that had been found concealed in 
his house.

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BAPTISTS ADJOURN. | 


One of Dr. Huwthorne’s Resolations 
Provokes Heated Debate. 


DR. CARTER FEELS HE IS AGGRIEVED 


By a Close Vote the Resolution Is Finally 
Adopted—The Bocks Prescribed 
for Sunday Schools. 


Waycross, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
third and last day’s session of the Georgia 
Baptist convention was opened this morn- 
ing at 8:30 oclock as usual. After the usual 


devotional services, consisting of a Bible ' 


lesson, prayers and singing, the president 
‘stated that the order of business would be 
taken up. A motion was made that the 
convention suspend the regular order of 
business for ten minutes for the considera- 
tion of a resolution by Dr. Hawthorne, ex- 
Govenor W. J. Northen, Mr. Knox and 
Rev. Mr. Carter. The resolution was adopt- 
ed last night, but some dissatisfaction had 
been expressed by certain members upon 
its adoption. 

The resolution was in effect that the cona 
vention should assist the Young People’s 
Union in effecting a general convention, 
composed -of the societies of the southern 
States, and the convention here shouid 
counsel and foster the movement. Rev. Mr. 
Carter was opposed to a general organiza- 
tion of the societies, and he so stated in 
his talk last night. He said that he favor- 
ed the movement of the young people, but 
did not wish to see the local societies form 
a general organization. He could see ho 
good to be obtained from a general organi- 
zation. Some of the members who favored 
Dr. Hawthorne's resolution replied to Mr. 
Carter’s address in a most decided way and 
their words were hot with criticism. 

ge Carter’s Feelings Hart. 

This morning when the question was 
brought up after Dr. Hawthorne’s motion 
for half an hour’s suspension of the regu- 
lar order, was adopted, Mr. Carter referred 
to the treatment he received by some of 
the members of the convention and that, 
as a Christian gentleman, he had mot ex- 
pected such treatment from a body of 
Christian ministers in disCussing a matter 
that was in the interests of Christ’s cause. 
Mr. Carter spoke very feelingly, and he 
did not try to conceal his opinion of the 
members who had mistreated him. It was 
unworthy of a body of Christian ministers, 
said he, and unlike the conduct of the Mas- 
ter while He was on earth. 

One member arose and asked Mr. Carter 
if the question he asked last night caused 
offense, and if that was what Mr. Carter 
had reference to as the ground for come- 
piaint. 

Mr. Carter replied in the negative. 

Then Dr. Hawthorne’s resolution was 
warmly discussed by several members. 
There was certainly a diversity of opinjon. 
A motion was madé that the resolution be 
laid on the table, but it was lost. Another 
motion, ordering the preamble stricken out 
and the resolution adopted, was lost. The 
previous question was then called. The 
previous question was whether the resolu- 
tion by Dr. Hawthorne unamended should 
be adopted. it was adopted by a vote of 
46 yeas and 44 nays. 

The regular order was then resumed. The 
report of the committee on the orphans 
home, Atlanta, was read and adopted. A 
report was made by the board of trustees 
of Mercer’ university and it contained a 
favorable showing of Mercer. The univer- 
sity is in a flourishing condition and its 
finances are in good shape. At 11 o’clock 
Rev. Mr. White, of Macon, preached an ex- 
cellent sermon, The audience was as large 
as the one accorded Dr. Hawthorne yester- 
day. Dr. Sampey, of Louisville, Ky., 
preached an excellent sermon last night at 
the Methodist church. His text was 
‘Learn of Me.’’ The church was throng- 
ed, and as the auditorium is the largest in 
the place, it is estimated that it was the 
largest congregation that has assembied 
during the convention. 

The Convention Adjourns. 

The afternoon session was opened at 2 
o’clock. The committee on Sunday schools 
submitted a report and a lively debate on 
Sunday school literature followed. The 
question whether the Baptist Sunday 
schools should be required to use only 
literature from the Southern Baptist book 
concern was the point at issue. It was 
finally decided that the Southern con- 
cern’s literature should be used. 

A report on home missions was subdmit- 
ted. A long discussion preceded its adop- 
tion. Foreign missions was the next sub- 
ject considered and the committee’s re- 
wport was quickly adopted. Temperance 
was then introduced as a subject by the 
temperance committee. Addresses were 
made .y Drs. Burroughs, Gambrell, Gib- 
son, Sampey and other ministers and lay- 
men. 

Rev. Dr. Thurin preached at the Metho- 
dist church tonight after the convention 
closed. The delegates and everybody went 
to hear Dr. Thurin. The house was 
thronged and there was not standing room 
left. ‘(Many persons returned home with- 
out hearing the sermon on account of the 
press for room. The convention’s work 
has been done in a rush and the commit- 
tees performed their tasks with unusual 
dispatch. President Kilpatrick pres‘ded in 
a most able manner and Secretary McCall 
won fresh laurels by his quick and ae- 
curate work. The delegates will begin to 
leave in the morning.

This reduction will be 
mainly with those farmers owning their 
own farms and who are not forced to 
plant a large crop in order to satisfy the 
demands of the merchant from whdim they 
get supplies. 


RICE MILL BURNED. 


One of the Oldest Mills in the Coun- 
try Destroyed. 

Savannah, Ga., April 11.—The Savannah 
steam rice mill, one of the oldest’ rice 
mills in this country, burned tonight. The 
mill was owned by a stock company, cap- 
italized at $72,000, which is about the value 
of the property. It was insured for $50,000.

The fire started from 
the engine room and the entire mill was 
soon in flames. The mill was built three- 
quarters of a century ago by a company 
of rice planters.

A WELL-KNOWN VIRGINIAN DEAD. 


Captain Hamilton Shepperd Passes 
Away—He Was a Politician. 
Richmond, Va., April 11.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain Hamilton Shepperd, collector of in- 
ternal revenue for.the western district of 
Virginia, and one of the hest known poli- 
ticians in the state, died this evening at 
Lynchburg. Captain Shepperd was for years 
a. member of the democratic state exec- 
utive committee. During the memorable 
contest of 1883, when the democrats over- 
threw Mahone, Shepperd was one of the 
most conspicuous figures on the demo- 

cratic side. 

The campaign of that year was the one 
which culminated in the Danville riot, 
when a dozen negroes were killed or died 
from the effects of their wounds. Hon. 
John S. Barbour, with Shepperd as one of 
his most active lieutenants, perfected such 
an organization that Mahone was swept out 
of power and has never been able to regain 
it up to this day. Shepperd was a practi- 
cal politician, who understood and appre- 
ciated the importance of perfect organi- 
zation He was Mr. Cleveland’s appointee 
to the collectorship in the first term of} 
the president. When the latter’s name was 
mentioned for renomination Shepperd op- 
posed him, and he went to the last Chicago 
convention in the interest of the opposi- 
tion. He was never, however, at all sat- 
isfied that Mr. Cleveland could be defeated. 
The deceased was the first man in Virgin- 
ia to suggest the adoption of the kind of 
Australian ballot law which the last leg- 
islature enacted and which the supreme 
court of appeals today declared constitu- 
tional and valid. 

Two Deaths in Brunswick. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—T. 
A. Livingston, an old and respected citi- 
zen, died today at his country home. He 
was a consistent Christian and a promi- 
nent farmer anid democratic office holder. 
He had many friends here and numerous 
relatives in Florida. 

FE. J. Harvey, foreman of the Plant sys- 
tem car shops, died here today after a 
lingering illness. He was one of the most 
conspicucuvs among the Brunswick church 
workers and has always been an ardent 
worker in the cause of Christianity. 

John L. Ferrell, of Milledgeville. 

Milledgeville, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)— 
Last night at 8 o’clock Mr. John L. Fer- 
rell died at his home on Montgomery 
street from paralysis. He was_ stricken 
with paralysis about last August, but 
was able to be out in a few weeks. Last 
month he had another stroke and has 
never been able to be ou: since. He died 
last nicht at 8 o’clock. He leaves a wife 
alid two children.

Lines had been in New Orleans for some 
time taking additional evidence to be pre- 
sented in the hearing of the case before 
the United States court of claims, wfich 
was set for argument next Monday. Lines 
was originally appointed in the case by 
Attorney General Miller and continued in 
it by Attorney General Olney.

Mac Newman shot and killed Will Cross 
the ball entering the left breast. He died 
in a few hours. 

The wounds of Neal Newman are not 
serious. He was badly cut on the left 
shoulder with an ax in the hands of one 
of the Cross boys. The guilty parties have 
fled to Tennessee, but it is thought that 
they will be caught. The greatest excite. 
ment prevails in the community where 
the triple murder occurred. No _ further 
trouble is.expected at this time. The par- 
ties are all desperate men and should the 
factiens meet an open battle would be the

REVIEW OF THER IRON TRADE, 


More Firmness for Manufactured Iron 
Than in Finished Steel. 


Cleveland, O,, April 11.—The Iron Trade 
Review says today: 

“In brief. the week’s developments in 
tron have been further transactions in iron 
ore in which the leading Pittsburg interest 
has figured largely aS a buyer; continued 
firmness in bessemer pig, with the basis 
still $10.65 at Pittsburg; less strength in 
steel than was apparent a week ago, and in 
finished material a more contracted demand 
than many in the trade had looked for, 
with spring fairly opened, There is a dispo- 
sition by buyer and seller to take bearings 
from events, now that advances in raw 
materiajs are a matter of record. Coke 
buyers are holding off; buyers of bessemer 
pig wait, and consumers of billets are en- 
couraged by recent signs of weakness to 
postpone purchases still further. The ques- 
tion uppermost in connection with all calcu- 
lations is the outlook for various forms of 
finished product. Pig irom stocks increased 
in March, though less than in the month 
preceding, and there has been a somewhat 
lessened production in the districts contrib- 
uting the bulk of the bessemer pig. The 
furnace output continues to be in excess of 
current consumption. Strange as it ap- 
pears, there is more firmness in the man- 
ufactured iron than in finjshed steel, due 
doubtless to the prospect that the second 
Cleveland meeting of bar iron manufactur- 
ers, adjourned from Chicago, will perfect 
an agreement for better prices, with terri- 
torial adjustments.”

A Ramor That Attempts Are Being Made 
10 Displace Him. 


BUT THEY ARE NOT BELIEVED HERE 


Mr. Winder Has Filled the Office of Gen- 
eral Manager ot the Seaboard Most 
Capab)ly—Popularand Progressive.

It will be a very great surprise to the 
local railroad world and the public general- 
ly throughout this region of the south to 


learn that there is a rumor, confirmed by | 


good authority, that an effort is being made 
to retire Mr. John H. Winder as general 
manager of the Seaboard Air-Line. 

However weil authorized the rumor may 
sound, it will not be believed in Atlanta 
until such a step is taken by the owners of 

e Seaboard Air-Line property 

It would require something more definite 
than gossip to make the people of that re- 
gion of the south through which the rail- 
road passes believe that Mr. Winder will 
be asked to resign, and the circulation of 
the rumor does not create half the sensation 
on. this account as it might otherwise 
stir up. : 

The following dispatch is from The Con- 
Stitution’s representative in Raleigh: 

“Raleigh, April 12.—(Special.)—The rumor 
current here yesterday that efforts were 
being made to oust John H. Winder as gen- 
eral manager of the Seaboard Air-Line is 
today confirmed from the best sources. Mr. 
‘Winder has a powerful leverage, is extreme- 
ly popular, and if he is turned out there 
will be some lively results.”’ 

Raleigh is one of the central points of the 
Seaboard Air-Line system, and there have 
been many rumors concerning alleged 
changes in the management of the road late- 
ly centering there—rumors which did not 
pan out. It is probably so in this case. 

An effort was made last night to interview 
Mr. Winder, whose headquarters are in this 
city, but he was not in Atlanta, having 
gone to Raleigh and Baltimore several days 
ago. 

His friends here know nothing of such a 
rumor, and do not believe that any effort 
will be made to displace him, however good 
may be the source of the rumors afloat. 

It is known among railroad men here 
that Vice President St. John, since he took 
charge of the Jeaboard Air-Line’s affairs, 
has done one or two things that seemed at 
issue with General Manager John Winder. 

Not long ago he appointed in the place of 
Superintendent of Motive Power McGlen 
aman by the name of Reid. 

It is said that Reid was to report to St. 
John as well as to the general manager. 

The new superintendent of motive power 
has since that time been filling places in a 
way, it is thought, that did not please the 
general manager, who wag not consulted. 
This seemed a little out of regular railroad 
channels, and it is not at all unlikely that 
Mr. Winder felt pretty keenly these acts. 

This may have given some wind to set the 
rumor mentioned sailing. 


PUTTING WESTERN MEN ON. 


Seaboard’s Engineers Protest Against 


Mr. St. John’s Importations. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 11.—(Special.)—To- 
day J. P. Garrison, F. H. Fetzer and C. 
A. Haigler engineers on the Georgia, Caro. 
lina and Northern railroad, arrived here 
as representatives of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers They came to pro- 
test to the officials of the Seaboard Air- 
Line against the placing by Vice President 
St. John of western men as engineers on 
the Georgia, Carolina and. Northern. Three 
western engineers have just been put on 
this road. The committee called on Super- 
intendent of Motive Power Read and pro- 
tested. Three engineers and three firemen 
arrived here today from Chicago. One of 
these said all the Seaboard Air-Line’s new 
engines would be manned by new men. 
These six men all had an engagement 
with Superintendent Read. The importa- 
tion of western men here is causing a great 
stir among the old employes and their 
friends. 


RATES FOR EXHIBITS, 


They Will Pay Full Freight One Way 
and He Dendheaded Back. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The forenoon session of the Southwestern 
Traffic Association was consumed in confer- 
ence between representatives of the Queen 
and Crescent system relative to divisions of 
through rates between points in the south- 
eastern territory and Texas stations. An 
agreement was reached fixing the division 
east of Shreveport, La., at a certain per 
cent higher than the divisions east of New 
Orleans on the same traffic.

Resolutivuns were adopted 
calling on the mayor an@ aldermen to take 
effective stéps to stop ‘“‘the murders’”’ caused 
by the trolley cars, and recommending that 
the speed of the cars be not over six miles 
an hour in the city. It was further re- 
solved that no trolley car be allowed to 
leave depots after June Ist without a st- 
class fender, and demanding that the trol- 
ley companies pay motormen enough wages 

to secure the services of competent men.

advocacy of the single gold standard. 

Heretofore the most serious damag 


sustained by the party has been from 


the efforts of those who while co-operat- 
ing at every turn with the advocates 
of the single gold standard, have done 
so under the cloak of being bimetallists. 
In this way they have done incalculable 
injury to the party which would have 
been impossible had their real purposes 
been Enown. 

At last they are emboldened to lay 
aside the mask behind which they have 
been hiding, and the “sound currency” 
committee of the Reform Club, of New 
York, announces in its last publication 
that “gold monometallism is the inevita- 
ble destiny of this country” and that 
“bimetallism for us is a snare and a 
delusion.” Whether this is the result of 
Mr. John DeWitt Warner's correspond-

The Outlook for China. 

It is a difficult matter for us to un- 
derstand the people of a country where, 
as some traveler has said, the roses have 
no fragrance and the women no petti- 
coats; where the laborer has no Sab- 
bath, and the magistrate no sense of 
honor; where the needle points to the 
south, and the sign of being puzzled is 
to scratch the antipodes of the head: 


hand, and the seat of intellect is in the 
stomach; where to take off yopr hat is 
an insulting gesture and to wear white 
garments is to put yourself into mourn- 
ing.- 

There are about 400,000,000 of these 
strange people in China, and despite the 
fact that their civilization antedates 
ours by thousands of years they now 
seem to be at a_ standstill, having 
reached a point beyond which progress 
is impossible, without a complete revo- 
lution in their methods. This revolu- 
tion is apparently about to be inaugu- 
rated, and it will be brought about by 
China’s forced acceptance of the harsh 
terms imposed by the victorious Japa- 
nese. A glance at Japan’s demands 
will be of interest. They embrace the 
following: 

1. Independence of Corea. 

2. Cession of Formosa. 

oe Cession of Liau-Tong promontory, in- 
cluding Port Arthur. 

4. War indemnity. 

5. Admission of machinery into China 
and permission to foreigners to establish 
factories. 

6. Modification of the likin tax and‘ an 
extension of the system of transit passes 
for imports. 

7. Opening of certain Chinese rivers to 
commerce, including Yangtse-Kiang to 
Chung King; Siang, from Hankow on the 
Yangtse to Siang-Tan-Kiang; Canton river 
to Ouchow, and Woosung and its canals as 
far as Suchow and Hang-Chow. 

8. Railway privileges and similar conces- 
sions to Japanese and foreign capitalists, 


Seven of these conditions have been 
acceded to, but it is understood that the 
proposed cession of the promontory in- 
cluding Port Arthur is strongly objected 
to by the Chinese. The occupation of 
this territory by the Japanese would 
enable them to command important 
avenues leading to Peking, and would 
place them in @ position of great ad- 
vantage both from a commercial and a 
military point of view. If China under 
duress consents to part with Port 
Arthur and the Liau-Tong promontory 
she will probably make an effort to re- 
cover them as soon as she gets on a 
better war footing. To allow this ter- 
ritory to remain in the hands of a vic- 
torious enemy is almost equivalent to 
placing Peking within the range of hos- 
tile guns. 

The other conditions are in the main 
reasonable. Corea should be indepen- 
dent, and the Japanese are not asking 
too much when they demand the ces- 
sion of Formosa and the payment of a 
war indemnity. The modification of the 
likin tax will be in the interests of com- 
merce, as this tax is, according to John- 
son’s cyclopedia, a tax on imports, some- 
thing like the French octori, but more 
excessive and unreasonable. This coun- 
try has for years endeavored to secure 
its modification, and Europe is equally 
interested in the change. The likin tax

Here in 
New York houses to which they are ad- 
mitted are prevented from obtaining white 
tenants. The admission of colored children 
to public schools is likely to make trouble 
everywhere throughout the north. The 
case at Rochester referred to by Miss An- 
thony, where a colored scholar was pre- 
vented from attending a school entertain- 
ment because of the prejudices of the white 
pupils, is oly one instance out of many 
of the kind. The colored people are usually 
collected in churches by themselves. Preju- 
dices against working in. association with 
them exist. White and colored servants 
have to be kept apart. A colored man in 
a publie office is no more tolerable by the 
whites of the north than by those of the 
south. 

Hence, all except a very small part of the 
negroes remain at the south. . They prefer 
it, not merely because of its climate, and 
they are accustomed to its life, but also 
because, on the whole, they are less the 
victims of injurious prejudice there than 
here. 

This is a very fair presentation of the

It says: ‘‘But these revelations are some=- 
what startling, and we shall feel, if the 
charges are proven, that even-handed jus- 
tice requires a rigorous punishment, In- 
deed, no penalty can be too severe for an 
abnormal, morbid and unnatural creature 
of the sort he is alleged to be. Pity is out 
of place and there is no such thing as char- 
ity or mercy.

And yet, of course, we hold ourselves in 
check for the moment, for the court has 
reached no decision. We have a right to 
hope that the charges have been exagger- 
ated and that the end will be better than 
the beginning. We may not judge a man 
until his case is closed, and by a verdict of 
a jury is placed beyond the’ reach of con- 
troversy, But it is not Wilde alone that 
troubles the public conscience. There are 
rumors that others are implicated, and it 
is even averred that high society is honey- 
combed with nameless immoralities. That 
is very serious, something to startle us. 
It is impossible to believe it, and yet the 
evidence is so strong that we are bewild- 
ered. What is the matter with our man- 
hood that we can stoop so low? Of what 
stuff are we made that we can demean our- 
selves after this fashion? The times must 
be out of joint, but what is there in the air, 
in our environment, in our educational sys- 
tem, in our public opinion, that has so rad- 
ically put them out of joint?

The pour desire it for the 
reason that it makes provision for the des- 
titute. The young prefer it, as it offers 
greater opportunities for success in life. 
The sick long for it on account of its hos- 
pitals and dispensaries. A small town cone- 
nected with a great city by several railway 
lines, is certain to lose its trade, as com- 
peting roads will issue cheap tickets, All 
country women wish to visit a great city 
as often as possible, and will do their 
trading there. On big bargain days coun- 
try women will flock to a great city if it 
takes half the money that they have to 
spend to pay theimrailroad fare. The small 
towns in the south have suffered less than 
those in the north during the last tWenty 
years, largely because fewer railroads are 
there, but partly for the reason that the 
people take more interest in sustaining lo- 
cal manufacturing and trading establish- 
ments, and do not wish to be deprived of 
what they have.

It will add 
as much as $2,500,000 to the money that will 
be in circulation, A proper advertisement 
of Florida's resources will bring immigrants 
and investors to the state. This is a time 
for economy, but it would be a false econ- 
omy that would aefeat the appropriation 
called for in the bill before the senate, 
Every dollar of the appropriation will come 
back to Florida many times over before t 
year is out.

NEW YORK AT THE FAIR. 


Governor Morton Recammends 
Official State Commission. 
Albany, N., Y., April 11.—Governor Mor.- 
ton sent the following special message to 
the legislature today: 

“State of New York, Executive Chamber, 
Albany, N. Y., April IL—To the Legisla- 
ture: The governor of Georgia has ad- 
dressed letters to the governors of the sev- 
eral states and territdries, calling their 
attention to the Cotton States and Inter- 
national Exposition which is to be held 
at Atlanta, Ga,, from September 18th to 
December 31, 1895, and inviting the states 
and territories to make exhibits of their 
resources and products and to send a lib- 
eral representation of their people. The 
scope of this exposition is neither sec- 
tional nor national, but is intended to be 
intersectional also, having received the 
approval of congress to that end. The 
governments of Argentina, Paraguay, 
Guatemala, Venezuela, Chili, Nicaragua, 
Honduras and Bolivia have already sig- 
nified their intention to participate.

Warfare Among the Police Commissioners 
| Renewed Yesterday. 


JUMPED INTO ANOTHER DEADLOCK 


Harsh Words Were Spoken and 
Feeling Was at Fever Heat. 


CLASH BETWEEN CHAIRMAN AND CHIEF 


Chairman Jobnson Claims That He Has the 
Right to Appoint, While Chief Con- 
nolly Says He Has tbe Authority. 


The board of police commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon, struck a strong dead- 
lock again and adjourned in an uproarious 
wrangle. 

All the beautiful harmony was smashed. 
The old sore broke out afresh. The two 
factions aligned themselves once more in 
solid rank and came together with a crash 
that almost rivaled the exciting scenes be- 
fore the memorable compromise that put 
Commissioner George Johnson in the chair 
was agreed upon. 

Intense feeling that could scarcely 
controlled showed itself at the session yes- 
iterday, bitter words were bantered and the 
Official relation of the two sides is again 
strained to the utmost.

Venable, Branan—that’s the way it stood. 
Where will it end? Captain English, with 
@& most emphatic expletive, said that he 
wouldn’t serve on a board where one man 
could control three. 

“The sooner,’”’ he added, ‘‘we break up the 
board the better.’’ 

The deadlock was brought on by an at- 
tempt to elect a station -house keeper, for 
which the session had been called. Chair- 
man Johnson, Mayor King and Captain 
Brotherton wanted one officer to go in, 
while the other three commissioners stuck 
to another man. They balloted ten times 
with no result. A compromise was pro- 
posed. It was not satisfactory. The board 
adjourned. 

Then the big clash came, Chief Connolly 
had already appointed an officer to fill the 
vacancy until a station house keeper could 
be elected. It was the Same man balloted 
for by the English faction. Chairman 
Johnson said that according to the rules 
adopted by the board, the power to appoint 
men in cases of emergency rested solely 
with him, and that he intended to put in 
his man, 

General confusion resulted. It was con- 
tended that Chairman Johnson had no 
right to appoint without the ratification of 
the board. 

“I'll not be dictated to,” said Chairman 
Johnson. “I stand by the law here, that 
this board of commissioners said should 
control them. This is an emergency and 
the right to detail officers is given to the 
chairman.”’ 

This was disputed by Mr. Venable, and 
a spirited colloquy followed that resulted in 
the understanding that the matter would 
be referred to the city attorney. 

So Judge Anderson was consulted by 
Chairman Johnson, The rules of the board 
were read and his decision has been ren- 
dered in favor of Chairman Johnson, giv- 
ing him the right tg appoint. ; 

The chairman has named Patrolman W. 
HI. Turner, the officer voted for by his 
side, to fill the place of station house 
keeper until one can be elected by the 
board. 

The Board Called to Order. 

The meeting of the commissioners had 
been called for 3 o'clock, and a few min- 
utes before that hour Mr. Johnson and 
Commissioner Branan came up the steps 
and stopped for a friendly chat in the office 
of Chief Connolly. Mr. Venable came ina 
few minutes later and Mayor King fol- 
lowed close behind. Captain English ar- 
rived on time, but Commissioner Brotherton 
was a few minutes late. 

“Tt used to be,’’ remarked Mr. Venable 
pleasantly, ‘‘that you were a minute man.”’ 

‘‘Missed my car,” replied Captain Broth- 
erton. ‘“‘Couldn’t get in any earlier.’’ 

There was no sign of the approaching 
storm among the members. Everything was 
placid and they smiled and talked with 
the impression that harmony was certain. 
It was a sweet illusion, and no one thought 
when Chairman Johnson took the gavel 
that anything bordering on a row was im- 
minent. 

But the row was there. It began quietly, 
increased as it went and ended up in a 
way that surprised all. 

Dr. Foute’s Resignation Read. 

When the board was called to order 
Chief Connolly handed to the chairman 
the resignation of Dr. W. BE. Foute, who, 
because of his election to the office of 
justice of the peace, wished to sever his 
connection with the police department. 

In his resignation Dr. Foute thanked the 
commissioners for their kindness to him 
during his long years of service. He ex- 
plained his reason for leaving the force. 
This resignation was accepted unanimous- 
ly, but there was a general expression of 
regret that such a good man should go. 

Mayor King Nominates Turner. 

As soon as the resignation was accepted 
Mayor King arose from his seat at the 
head of the table and proposed the name 
of Patrolman Turner to take the place. 

“IT think that Mr. Turner is a good man,” 
he said. “I believe that I placed his name 
in nomination at the former election, but 
that he did not receive enough votes to 
elect. I wish to place his name before you 
again, as I think that he will fill the po- 
sition with credit.” 

The name of Turner was received with 
looks of inquiry from the English faction. 
However, it appeared that it met with gen- 
eral approval and Chairman Johnson was 
about to put the vote when Mr. English, 
who was lounging comfortably in a big 
arm chair, said that he thought Officer 
Carlyle was a good man for station house 
keeper. : 

“Do you place his name in nomination?’ 
asked Chairman Johnson. 

“Yes, I'll put him up. I look upon him 
as an efficient officer, and I think that he 
is fitted for holding the place of station 
house keeper admirably.” 

Their Records Examined. 

The commissioners discussed for a while 
the records and characteristics of the two 
men. Chief Connolly was asked about Car- 
lyle. He said that the officer was at pres- 
ent serving as custodian. It was his*duty 
now to look after the station house, to see 
to the buying of all goods, to the weighing 
of food for the stock and to account for all 
goods that came in or went out from the 
department. .« 

“It would save us about $63 a month,” 
added Chief Connolly, ‘“‘to put 
that place. I could take one of the officers

“Could Carlyle do the duties of station 
house keeper?’ one of the commissioners 
asked the chief. 

“Yes, sir; I have had him frequently de- 
tailed to that place when the regular offi- 
cers would be away, and he always filled 
it satisfactorily. I have no doubt but that 
he could do all that was required of him.” 

Captain Brotherton suggested that if 
there was no need for a custodian that 
Carlyle be put out on the streets as a pa- 
trolman, and that Turner be put in. He 
was informed that Carlyle was not a strong 
man and that it would be impossible for 
him to take the streets again. 

“Turner, I think, will do for the place. 
He has plenty of sense and is well in- 
formed,’’ put in Mayor King. 

Chief Connolly was asked to find the 
date of election of both men to the force. 
He returned from his office and reported 
that Carlyle had been on the force since 
1881 and that Turner was elected in 1893. 

A Tie-Up at the Start. 

There were no other nominations and 
Secretary Branan was asked to call over 
the roii. 

He called the names quickly.” Commis- 
sioners Johnson, King and Brotherton voted 
for Officer Turner,. while the other three 
favored Officer Carlyle. 

It dawned upon the board that another 
deadlock was imminent. It was-an unex- 
pected result and there was a general 
smile around the big table. Commissioner 
Branan called for the vote again. There 
was no change in the result. 

“This is all unnecessary,” said Mr. Ven- 
able. “I think that we should reach some 
conclusion. I have no objection in the 
world to Turner. I know him and think 
that he is a fine fellow. He is capacitated, 
too, to take this place, but I really think 
that we should give preference to the offi- 
cer who has served for the longest term, 
Carlyle has been on the force for 4 num- 
ber of years, whereas Turner is a recent 
addition. That is why I favor the old 
man,” : 

This was also the position of Captain 
English. He said that he thought that 
men should be promoted according to their 
length of service. He was not bound to 
arly one, but Carlyle was a man who could 
fill the office with credit. 

“I know Turnér. I have no objection to 
him persenally. For a number of years he 
was with me, and did good work. I found 
him always to be reliable and fully trust- 
worthy. But that is not the question now 
with me.- Here is a man who has served 
Since 1881 who is to be put back for an offi- 
cer who has only been on the force two 
I think that is wrong in principle.” 

The vote wag taken again with the same 
result. It was apparent to all that the 
deadlock was on and that there was no 
hope for a settlement unless a compromise 
could be effected. 

So the names of other officers were men- 
tioned. Patrolman Mercer, Officer Tyser, 
Officer Holcombe and Patrolman JesseJor- 
dan were all mentioned. There was no 
radical objection to any of these, but it 
seemed as if the members had decided to 
stick to the men whom they had voted for 
at first. At one time it looked as if a vote 
would be taken on the names of Officers 
Tyser and Jordan. 

The Board Adjourns. 

Other ballots were taken, but the com. 
missioners stuck to Aheir men and it was 
clear that there was no hope of breaking 
the deadlock. Mri Venable proposed that 
they adjourn. It/ was not his purpose to 
remain there during the night. So the 
vote was taken and the board was declared 
adjourned without an election being had. 

It was after the deadlock and after the 
adjournment of the board that the furious 
scenes took place. Up to that time, al- 
though each man was determined, there 
had been no harsh words. It was a placid 
disagreement more than a pronounced split. 
But the scenes that followed surprised the 
commissioners themselves. 

In the absence of Dr. Foute, Chief Con- 
nolly had detailed Carlyle to act as sta- 
tion house keeper. He had informed Car- 
lyle that he would serve in that place until 
the commissioners elected a man. 

When the board adjourned the appoint- 
ment of a temporary station house keeper 
occurred to Chairman Johnson also. He 
called Chief Connolly and instructed him 
to detail Turner’ until a regular officer 
could be elected by the commissioners. 

“But I have already appointed a man,” 
said the chief, “It has always been the 
custom with me to fill a vacancy caused as 
this one had been.’’ 

‘You had not the right to appoint a man 
in this case until the meeting of the 
board,’” put’in Chairman Johnson, “The 
appointment of a man in cases of this kind 
belongs solely to the chairman of the 
board.” 

\ Johnson Quotes the Law. 

Commissioner Venable said that he did 
not think the chairman had the author- 
ity to appoint. This was with the chief of 
police and Captain Connolly had acted 
right. 

“But I’ve got the law on my side. Here 
is the very paragraph that gives me this 
power. I don’t want to appoint anybody. 
All I wish is to see that the laws which 
have been laid down for the board shall be 
carried out.’’ ‘ 

He was asked for the law. 

“T have it here. It is in this book,’”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Johnson, reading. “It says: 
‘The chairman is the chief executive officer 
of the board. It is his duty to require the 
officers of the department to rigidly enforce 
the criminal laws of the state, ordinances 
of the city gnd rules governing this de- 
partment. -When the board is not in session 
he shall represent them on all-matters and 
emergencies that shall arise where the same 
is not fully provided for in the rules gov- 
erning the police department, and his ac- 
tion shall stand, as a rule or order, until 
the next meeting of the board, at which 
time the same shall be ratified by a major- 
ity of the board.’ : 

“That is the rule that we adopted,” said 
Mr. Johnson, “and it was adopted by the 
city council. I shall stick up to them as far 
as I know how.” 

The commissioners had walked from their 
room into the office of Chief Connolly, where 
occurred the heated scenes, 

Captain Brotherton had started home, but 
he was called back by Chairman Johnson, 
who proposed that the board have another 
meeting and settle the matter in some way. 

‘T want an explanation of this rule,” said 
the chairman. “If this law is not right, 
it should be repealed at once, and we 
should get to work now to fix the rules 
for our government right.”’ 

‘“T shall object,’’ said Mr. Venable, ‘‘for 
you to ED on or off anybody until the ma- 
jority of the board authorizes such. an ac- 
tion. I wrote that law. I know what it 
means. It doesn’t mean for you to take 
any such action as this. You have not the 
authority to appoint any one unless that is 
ratified by the board. 

“I must say,” put in Captain English, 
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“that I think it would be very impolitic in 
you, Mr. Johnson, to take any such action 
as this you propose.”’ 

“Here is the question,” spoke up Captain 
Brotherton, who up to that time had re- 
mained quiet. “Here its the question. Who 
Shall have thé authority—the chief or the 
chairman, which?’ 

Thus the talk went on, It became hotter. 
Opinions were bantered rapidly. 

The Spat Continues. , 

Mayor King said that he did not think 
that Chief Connolly had the right to ap- 
point a station house keeper until the meet- 
ing of the commissioners had been held. 
The chief had made. the appointment dur- 
ing the morning and it was clearly wrong. 

This was the only poimt upon which there 
was @ geperal concurrence. Chairman 
Johnson Was standing on one side of the 
room talking over the right that was giv- 
en him in the rule book. 

“You have not the right to appoint,” said 
Captain English, addressing him, “I con- 
tend”and I stake a hundred dollars cash 
down that no member of this board has the 
right to appoint anybody without the. con- 
Sent of the full board. If you say that 
you have the right to detail a man you 
might as well claim that you can under- 
mine the make-up of all the watches and 
say who the m@ are that shall fill the other 
minor places on the force, That is all 
wrong.’’ 

Things waxed warm, The commissioners 
still argued. Captain English turned to 
leave the roem impatiently. He used an 
emphatic word and said that the board had 
best break up. 

“If this rule shall be carried out,” he 
said, “the sooner we break up the board, 
the better.’’ 

With this Captain English quitted the 
piace. 

The others remained for some time. It 
was finally decided that the matter should 
be referred to Judge Anderson. 

Consulted the City Attorney. 

Chairman Johnson went at once to call‘ 
on Judge hateeede. After looking over 
the rules governing the commissioners 
Judge Anderson said that it was his opin- 
ion that Mr. Johnson has the right to ap- 
point. The rule gave the chairman power 
to act in time of an emergency, and this 
he thought was an emergency. 

In view of the decision of the city at- 
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torney Chairman Johnson will appoint Mr. 
Turner. 

“I think that I am right in this matter,” 
said the chairman. “I, of eourse, do not 
want to take more authority than belongs 
to me, but I shall kn what these rules 
mean and I shall stand By them. I do 
not intend te be dictated to. The truth is, 
I do not like to appoint anybody, but I 
think the law says that I shatl in case of 
an emergency like this, and I am going 
to do my duty fregariless.’’ 

What Captain English Says. 


Captain English was seen last hight 
and asked how the row would terminate. 

“I do net know,” he said. “EZ have- not 
the least idea. I do know, though, that 
it is unwise for the chairman to make 
such an appointment as is considered now. 
I shall do the best I can to keep the de- 
partment puré and clean from politics and 
build it up to the highest state of efmf- 
cieney possible under the circumstances. 
There is nO necessity in the world for 
such an action as‘is contemplated. Con- 
nolly has always made the appointments 
in cases Of this kind. When chairman 1! 
upon no occasion interfered with the 
rulings in such matters. It hag always 
been the e¢ustom for him to detail men.” 

What of the Result? 

The result of this renewed war is hart! 
to say. This morning Chairman Johnson 
will hold a conference with Chief Con- 
nolly and will insist that Turner be placed 
in until a successor to Foute be selected. 
It may be that the deadlock will continue 
and that Turner will serve in the place 
permanently.

THE EXCHANGES WILL CLOSE TWO DAYS 


It Wasa Snappy Market Yesterday—Silver 
Was Also Higher—The Stock 
‘Market Was Dull. 
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New -Yerk, April 11.—Stocks were dull 
today, ut the tone of the market was 
strong. The transactions were light. At 
the start the Coalers displayed weakness 
on the report that the Reading had re- 
fused to submit fhe question of percen- 
tages to arbitration. According to good 
authorities the Delaware and Hudson has 
been asked to accept a reduction of its 
“gllotment, ‘but has refused, and in con- 
‘sequence negotiations for a_ settlement 
for the moment are at a standstill. Dela- 
ware and Hudson fell 1% to 124% and 
Jersey Central % to 92%. Later on Dela- 
ware and Hudson recovered to 125%@125% 
and Jersey Central to 944%@93%. Lacka- 
Wanna rose to 160@159%. New York Cen- 
tral moved up to 974%, Lake Shore to 139% 
and Canada Southern to 651%. The rise 
led to realizations and the advance was 
lost. Michigan Central was rather weak 
and fell 14g- to 97@97%. Atchison was de- 
cidedly strong and on good buying moved 
up to 6%. The bonds improved 1% to 2 
per cent. The plan of reorganization is 
meeting with more favor, as its provisions 
are betfer understood. The Grangers and 
Southwesterns ruled firm, but there was no 
particular change in prices. Manhattan 
was in brisk demand and advanced nearly 
2 per cent to 112%. The Intiustrials were 
strong for Chicago Gas, Leather, Lead and 
Tobacco. Chicago Gas rose to 73 on the 
repeal of the Ogden Gas ordinance. 
(Leather, On manipulation, sold up to 14 for 
the common and to 75 for the preferred.

New York, April 11.—Summary Hubbard 
Bros. & Co.’s cotton letter: Although 
Liverpool ‘showed a disposition to halt in 
the face of the approaching holidays and 
sold cotton in this market today, the de- 
mand has been sufficient not only to absorb 
their offerings, but to advance the, mar- 
ket to the highest prices touched on this 
crop. The advance is based on the infor- 
mation received from many sections of 
the south that the reserve supplies of 
cotton have been reduced to very small 
proportions by the anxiety of planters and 
holders to realize their profits. Our mar- 
ket is still out of line with the southern 
markets, and advices state that in many 
instances the prices paid in the south are 
far above a parity with the current de- 
livery in this market. Ther2 appears to 
have been large realizing on the part of 
the local trade before a holiday, as the 
sales aggregate over 230,000 bales, and 
with this impression the market closes a 
shade lower than the best prices of the 
day with a very Steady tone. 

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, April 11.—(Special.)—The cot- 
ton market closed today for the usual Eas- 
ter holidays after another advance had 
been established and with the bulls .seem- 
ingly in complete control. The Liverpool 
advance was regarded as disappointing, 
and our opening was at a decline of a few 
points, the first sales of August being at 
6.45. but the tenor of the market soon 
changed and August advanced to 6.48. Here

Near the close coarse grains and pro- 
visions bacame wesk after having shown 
a very firm undertone the forepart of the 
session. A rumor of an advance in east- 
bound rates appeared to be the principal 
cause for the break in grain.

DR. POWELL SAYS CARR IS INSANE 


Dr. J. 8.. Baird Is Confident That 
He Is Peigning. 


THE QUEER EXPERIENCE OF A WITNESS 


Mrs. M. BE. Hicken Was Brought from Jail 
To Testify—The State Is Intro- 
ducing Bvidence. 


-Alex Carr, condemned murderer and once 

sentenced to hang, is now on trial! again 
for his life. 

The specific issue is lunacy and the pro- 
gress is toward determining whether or not 
Alex Carr is insane at the pregent time. 

The testimony of yesterday, @mong the 
experts—the physicians summoned for the 
state and the defense—lcaves this issue very 
much in the balance. The question has be- 
come almost a lottery. 


Five well-known physicians—Dr. J. B. 


Baird, Dr. J. S. Todd, Dr. W, C. Jarnigan, . 


Dr. J. J, Knott and Dr. H. F.. Harris— testi- 
fied yesterday for the state, and according 
to the testimony of these witnesses Alex 
Garr is playing a shrewd game and is feign- 
ing with wonderful precision the actions of 
@ person of unsound mind. 

On the other hand five competent phy- 
sicilans testify’ with emphatic positiveness 
that Alex Carr is in 
insanity—dementia. These physicians are 

|? &. Powell, Dr. H. F. Scott, Dr. J. 

cFatiden Gaston, Dr. C. D, Smith and 
Dr. T. B. Hubbard, Summoned by the at- 
torneys of Carr,-they take their view of the 
case after a thorough and conscientious in- 
vestigation of the circumstances surround- 


ing Carr’s apparent dementia. 
It is almost an exemplification of six one 


‘way and a half a dozen the other. In sci- 


entific terms and in individual fashions that 
sound logical to the individual mind, the 
ten physicians testified as to Carr’s actual 
condition® Each one laid the basis of his 
deductions and stated specifically the facts 
which brought him to his different 
conclusions, The testimony of the doctors 
was a battle royal between experts. 

Ordinary Calhoun is not dallying with 
time.. At 9 o’clock yesterday morning he 
called court to order and held a session of 
four hours. At 2:30 o’clock promptly court 
was reconvened and until 6 o’clock the wit- 
nesses were introduced and testimony read 
from the reports of the murder trial. 
Messrs. Arnolde& Arnold, attorneys for Alex 
Carr, introduced a number of witnesses to 
establish their contention that Carr has 
been crazy, on a small scale, @ll his life 
and that the insanity he possesses is the 
result of hereditary influence. A number of 
witnesses testified as to his lack of memory 
and hallucinations and it was developed 
through two witnesses that he had a hobby 
for buying pills and an overwhelming desire 
to hammer nails into posts. 

The Status of the Case. 

When Carr was put on trial for the mur- 
der of Captain King, his attorneys entered 
the plea of “not guilty.” There was no 
interposing plea of insanity. 

Clever criminal lawyers like the Messrs. 
Arnold needed no coaching in such a mat- 


~~~ter. f¢-was’ put upon the state to prove 


fact 


that the man was guilty of murder and it 
is necessary that a man be of sane mind. 
The issue that was involved, collaterally, 
with that of murder was insanity. It was 
a question as to whether or not-Carr was 
sane at the time of the firing of the shot. 

When he was found guilty he still had 
three courses left open to him, One was 
to have a trial before the ordinary on the 
issue of present insanity. This is the case 
that is now in progress before Ordinary 
Calhoun, The second was trial by a special 
jury selected from members of the grand 
jury to determine whether or not Carr was 
insane at the time of the killing. The third 
was by application to the governor. 

If it should be decided that Carr is insane 
at the present time, ft simply sends him 
to the lunatic asylum until he recovers or 
dies, If he recovers the sentence of death 
still hangs over him and it would be the 
duty of the court to resentence him. The 
trial by the special jury from the grand 
jury would dispose of the issue finally and 
leave the matter with the governor. 

No Time Lost on the Jury. 

As soon as Ordinary Calhoun called court 
to order the following jury was impaneled: 

Dr. F. W. McRae, foreman; H. L. At- 
water, Alexander Dittler, C. G. Eckford, 
Robert Schmidt, Sr., E, M. Roberts, Isham 
Daniel, W, A. Hansell, A. J. Shropshire. 
W. A. Fuller, C. C. Davis and M. M. Mauck. 

Fred B, Law and W. F. Parkhurst were 
called but were excused, Messrs. Davis and 
Schmidt taking their places. Ordinary Cal- 
houn asked of the jurors whether or not 
they were related to any of the parties and 
whether they were prejudiced. Mr. Law, 
who was excused, stated that he was not 
prejudiced as to the individual on trial, but 
that he was opposed to a lunacy trial that 
followed the finding of guilty of murder. 
Mr. Robert Schmidt took his place. The 
jurors were sworn and then signed the oath, 

The witnesses for both sides were called 
and Dr. T. 8. Powell was placed upon the 
stand by Colonel Arnold for Carr. 

Brought on Objections. 

Dr. Powell, in answer to the questions, 
Stated that he was a physician and had 
practiced forty-eight years. He stated that 
insanity was frequently atributable to hered 
ity. If a father or mother is deranged, it 
is less likely to appear in the children than 
if it was an uncle or an aunt. Dr. Pow- 
ell stated that he had visited Carr and 
had examined him as thoroughly as possi- 
ble under the circumstances, 

“What is his condition now?’ asked Mr. 
Reuben Arnold of the witness. 

Captain Ellis, for the state, objected. He 
thought that this was no longer a matter 
for discussion from a standpoint of what 
occurred before the trial for murder. Cap- 
tain Ellis urged that a jury of twleve, with 
all the light possibile, had found Carr to be 
sane and that the present finding was a 
matter for after development. 

Judge Anderson spoke on the same line. 
Mr. Reuben Arnold declared that the mat- 
ter. for consideration before the jury in 
the murder trial had been simply whether 
or not he was insane at the time of the 
killing. That he might have been insane 
before the killing and after it, but that if 
he was sané just for the instant of the kill~ 
ing he was guilty. Mr. Arnold thought 
that everything bearing upon Carr’s pres- 
ent condition should be brought to light. 

Ordinary Calhoun agreed with Mr. Ar- 
nold, and Dr. Powell answered the ques- 
tion, stating that he believed Carr to be 
insane. 

“He has the symptoms which make up 
the term mania and also dementia. He had 
one or two symptoms of feigning.’ ’ 

On the cross-examination Dr. Powell stat- 
ed that one was that Carr would not 
talk; another that Carr would not show his 
tongue. Dr. Powell was asked if the

On the cross-examination Dr. Smith stat- 
ed that he could not agree with Dr, Powell 
as to the feigning by Carr. He thought 
that the shape of the head indicated a 
weak mind. ; 

Three More Experts Testify. 


Dr, J. McFadden Gaston was the next 
witness. He was of the opinion that Carr 
was insane. He said that on the first 
examination Carr indulged in mental va- 
garies and talked wanderingly of white- 
caps and snakes. He said that Carr’s 
pulse was variable, going from 110 to 8 
upon one occasion. 

Dr. H. F. Scott testified to the same ef- 
fect as did Dr. T. B. Hubbard, both stat- 
ing that they believed Carr to be insane. 
Practical-Personal Demonstrations. 

The next witness was a character, His 
name’ was Taylor Carr and he stated that 
he was Alex Carr’s cousin. Taylor knew 
absolutely nothing about his cousin. In 
fact, it was evident from the questions 
asked by Mr. Arnold that Taylor was put 
upon the stand to serve as an object lesson 
to the jury. He was to be the practical 
and personal demonstration of insanity, or 
weak-mindedness in a colateral branch. 

Tayfor took the whole affair good na- 
turedly. It was plainly evident that te 
knew what was wanted of him. He looked 
very sensible and was exceedingly straight- 
forward in his answers to all questions 
asked him. His testimony, as brought 
out by Mr. Arnold, wag humorous, Tay- 
lor never smiled, however. He exhibited 
no anger. He was matter-of-fact and 
stolid. The questions and answers on the 
direct examination were as follows: 

“What is your name?’ 

“Taylor Carr.” 

“What is your trade?’ 

“Umbrella fixing,”’ 

“Who was your father?” 

“Allen Carr.” 

“Are you a cousin to Alex Carr?” 

"Tea, 

That ended the direct examination. It 
was several moments before the situa- 
tion was fairly grasped by the audience, 
The incident was decidedly smile-provok- 
ing: 

“Are you a good hand at umbrella mend- 
ing’?’’ asked the solicitor. 

“Pretty good,’ said Carr. 

“Are you married?” 

“[ was married.” 

“Come down,” said Solicitor Hill, and 
Taylor Carr walked to his seat unmoved 
by the mirth his questioning had evoked. 

Alex Has a Hobby for Pills. 

Dr. Snider was the next witness. He 
testified that he knew Alex Carr some time 
ago, and stated that Carr had a hobby for 
pills. 

“He'd buy two boxes a day,’’ said the 
witness, “but I don’t know that he took 


them all.’’ 
Dr, Snider explained that he did not be- 


lieve that Carr had full voluntary control 


of himself. Dr. Snider also stated that 

Carr had become possessed of that popular 

delusion that China was underfoot and 

wanted to blast his way to the orient. 
Carr’s Father Testifies. 

B. F. Carr, the father of Alex Carr, was 
the next witnes¢?. He testified that Alex 
had always been rather queer and had 
tried to invent a pump which nobody 
could understand and which would rot 
work. He also told how members of the 
Carr family were weak-minded and eccen- 
tric and that one daughter was insane at 
times, while there was an aunt of Alex’s 
in the asylum. Witness also told hcw 
his father was a queer fellow and had a 
habit of getting lost in the woods and of 
boring holes in logs and putting his money 
in them. 

Three Witnesses on the Same Line. ' 

Captain Biddell testified thaf he knew 
the brother of B, F. Carr and that the 
brother was an eccentric and weak-mind- 
ed man and was called the fool. He said 
that Allen sold $2,500 worth of negroes for 
$25- or $50. 

William Carr testified that he was in 
Alabama with Alex and ‘that Alex was 
weak-minded and at times was not him- 
self. This was a number of years ago. 
Jones Osborn, husband of one of B. F. 
Carr's dafghters, testified that his wife 
was weak-minded and was at times virtual- 
ly insane. He also said that Alex was 
not sane, 

At the conclusion of the testimony of 
this witness court adjourned until 
o'clock. 


The Afternoon Session. 
On the stroke of the clock the hearing of 


oO 


the Carr case was-resumed-at 2:20 o’ clock. - 


Alex Carr was placed in a chair before the 
jury. Every member began to watch him 
closely. It was impossible from the way 
he held his head for him to see what the 
jurors were doing, but he moved uneasily 
in his chair. To all outward appearances 
he was an insane man. 

Mr. ‘Loftis thought that Carr was weak 
minded. Mr. Gholstin thought that Alex 
Carr was weak minded and that he came 
by it honestly. Jack Sheffer told of a num- 
-ber of incidents regarding Alex Carr. He 
said that he roomed with Carr several 
months and that Carr would wake him by 
getting out of bed and barring the door. 
Ryan, once foreman for the Southern box 
factory, testified that Alex Carr was a 
peculiar fellow. That he nailed seventy- 
five nails where he should have nailed 
only twelve or sixteen. 

R. 8. Gibson didn’t believe, Carr was 
strong minded, and gave several occur- 
rences as demonstrations. W. A. Bradley, 
for awhile assistant jailer, thought that 
Carr was insane. -He said that he had 
seen him twice a day for three months and 
could detect no change except for the 
worse. 

Had a Harrowing Experience. 

John Victor Johnson, an upholsterer, was 
the next witness. He told an interesting 
and thrilling story of a night in an over- 
crowded cell with Carr as one of his fel- 
low prisoners. ‘‘When it came time to go 
to sleep I could not. Alex Carr was in tiie 
cell and I had to sleep on the floor partly 
under his bed. I couldn’t sleep at all. Alex 
Carr would lie in bed in the daytime and 
at night he would sit on the foot of the 
bed and look down on me all the time. I 
was scared and it was enough to scare 
anybody.’’ 

Other Witnesses Testify. 

Mr. Burger, of Curran street, testified 
that nine years ago Alex Carr had tried 
to feed wheat into a threshing machine 
and was so reckless that he could not be 
trusted with it. He always believed that 
Alex was not very strong minded. Mr. 
Rice, of Bellwood, testified that he had 
known Carr ever since boyhood and that 
he believed Carr to be insane. 

At this juncture the attorneys for Carr 
asked that Mrs. M. EB. Hicken be sent for. 
As she was in jail a bailiff was dispatched 
for her at once, 

Testimony from the Last Trial. 

While a bailiff went for Mrs. Hicken 
Mr. Lowry Arnold read the testimony of 
Colonel Wimpy which was given on the 
trial for murder. Colonel Wimpy gave sev- 
eral incidents which he believed indicated 
clearly that Carr was not in his right 
mind. In this testimony the colonel stated 
that Captain King told him that he had 
cursed Carr and that Carr was a coward. 

Mre. M. E. Hicken Testifies. 

Mrs. M. E. Hicken was announced at this 
point. She wore a smart gown of light 
material, indicative of Easter, and a black 
waist with a collar of lace. Black kid 
gloves and a fashionable hat completed 
the costume: She carried in one hand a 
large bunch of violets. Mrs. Hicken gave 
it as her opinion that Carr, was crazy. She 
said that when there was a fire in the

replied the witness. 

Tore a Dog in Two. 

The testimony of the next three witnesses 
was read. Mrs. L. Eddleman simply testi- 
fied that Carr had boarded with her and 
Was weak minded and peculiar. 

Mrs. L. B. Sibley told about Carr tearing 
up clothes and told of how upon one oc- 
casion he tore a small dog in two. 

G. G. Welch's testimony related to Carr's 
having sandpapered a grindstone because 
he was told to do so by a man he believed 
to be a superior. In the cross-examination 
he replied that he didn’t know which was 
the bigger fool—the man who gave the or- 
der or the one who obeyed it. 

Messrs. Arnold announced that they rest- 
ed at this point. 

Experts for the State. 

Dr, J. J. Knott, for the state, testified 
that he believed Carr was feigning and 
that his acts contradicted the mental! con- 
dition he had assumed, Rapid respiration 
was voluntary and brought on an accele- 
ration of the pulse. 

Dr. J. $8. Todd, Dr. W. C. Jarnigan and 
Dr. H. F. Harris testified to the same 
effect. ; 

Dr. J. B. Baird's Testimony. 

Dr. Baird was the next witness and 
told how he had visited Carr three times 
previous to the murder trial and had visit- 
ed him again Wednesday. 

“In the first place,” said Dr. Baird, “his 
appearance indicates that something is 
wrong. Is he feigning or is he insane? 
There are three kinds of insanity—mania, 
melancholia and dementia.’’ 

Dr. Baird then took up each of these 
classes and elaborated on them. 

“I found,” said Dr. Baird, “from my 
examination and from what I could learn 
from the attendants that Carr’s perceptive 
faculties are intact and that he sees, hears, 
tastes and feels as a sane person. 

“He is susceptible to emotion. This was 
evidenced by an appreciation or show of 
feeling. It is true that when we showed 
him sympathy and spoke about his case 
and how we desired to do only justice and 
how sad his condition was, no matter 
Whether he was feigning or not, tears 
came into his eyes. 

“When I was listening to his breathing 
I asked him to draw a long breath. He 
complied involuntarily. We went with him 
from one cell to another. There was a bed 
in the room, but when the jailer asked him 
to sit in a chair he did so, and when he 
Was asked to change his seat that the 
light would fall‘on him he complied. He 
has selected his line of conduct and is 
carrying ft out with surprising correctness, 
He has volition and judgment and his 
brain is in a state of tmtegrity. 

“The only peculiarities and 
symptom is his refusal to talk. I know 
he can talk, for I have heard him. He 
refuses to let you look into his face. A 
person suffering from dementia would not 
object.”’ 

At the conclusion of Dr. Baird’s testimo- 
ny, in which he stated he believed Carr 
was feigning, court adjourned until 9 o’clock 
this morning.

HOTEL UNDER WAY. 


Venables Start Laborers at 
Digging the Foundations. 

The pick and the shovel started the erec- 
tion of the fine granite hotel the Venable 
brothers are to build on the old capitol 
lot yesterday morning. 

With the rising of the sun a half hun- 
dred hands armed with shovels, wheelbar- 
rows and picks dropepd into the hole in the 
ground that was once the basement of the 
old building and went to work preparing 
for the erection of the new granite build- 
ing, a building which shall. be one of the 
grandest and most attractive the south has 
ever seen. 

Load after load of dirt was removed 
from the wld excavation during the day 
and when night came the place looked 
very little like it looked in the morning. 
Mr. Dick Clark, who has been with the 
Venables for several years, was in charge 


Work 


day. This morning he will have an 
increased force at work and during the 
rest of the present week the excavating 


will be continued, 

Monday morning work will be actively 
begun upon the building, and before the 
forenoon is half over more than a carload 
of granite will be on the ground ready to 
be handled by the workmen. The building 
will not be put out to contract but will be 
done by the Venable brothers who will 
give the work as it progresses their per- 
sonal supervision. The various depart- 
ments of the work will have foremen who 
will be carefully selected by the owners 
and who will be looked after by the su- 
perintendent of construction. 

During the rest of the week the gang 
of hands will be kept busy making way 
for the big squad that will be put to work 
on Wonday mo@gning when the granite 
comes in. The plans for the building wili 
be in the hands of the architect during 
the entire course of the construction, and 
when the hotel is completed it will be 
found to be one of the most. magnificent 
structures in the south. Work will be 
pushed along on the building with a view 
of having the new hotel ready for the ex- 
position. In order to do that, however, it 
will be necessary to work day and night, 
and this the Venables will do after the 
work gets under headway. Just as soon 
as the walls of the building reach a point 
where an electric light can be used the 
superintendent will have the lights on and 
the work will be pushed along at night 
just as in daytime.

Strange stories come, from, the lumber 
camps of south Georgia where Harry Hill 
and Lord Beresford are doing work in the 
name of the Georgia penitentiary. 

It is told that the erstwhile gay and 
festive Mr, Hill is suffering from the un- 
comfortable sensation of a cutaneous af- 
fliction which impetuously demands now 
and then a little scratching. 

Well, Harry is having his share of it 
just now down in the wilds of the lumber 
district, and even the wild violets that 
bloom abundantly through the pine forests, 
wafting their fragrance on the same breeze

lullaby, cannot soothe the aesthete in his

So impatient has it made him with the 
harness of his stripes, wearing with a smart 
upon the shoulders formerly familiar only 
with the finest broadcloth, that he has been 
urging another movement looking to a par- 
don from t@e governor of the state. 

This movement, following so close upon 
the heels of the application so regently re- 
fused by the governor, seems to have been 
nipped in the bud even as the tender orange 
blossom is nipped by a lingering thimble- 
ful of frost that seeks a friendly domicile 
in™the crest of petals.

He doesn’t seem to be taking much stock 
in the second’ petition for Harry Hill's 
pardon.

It has not been long since the governor 
went through with the arguments for a 
pardon for Harry Hill. He went thorough- 
ly into the matter and refused the pardon. 
It seems rather strange that because of 
this recent affliction of the epidermis 
anybody professing friendship for the erst- 
While. aesthete should be asking for his 
pardon. 

Particularly does it seem strange just at 
this period of the year, when the violets and 
honeysuckles are gpilling their fragrance 
through the south Georgia pine forests 
and the shady haunts are so charming in 
their budding beauty—just the season that 
the aesthetic Mr. Hill used to love and 
glory in to the extent of spofting out in 
trousers that even vied with the glortes of 
the flowerlands in their gorgeous bloom 
and flaming color., One would, think Harry 
Hill ‘would fain liye forever in that wood- 
land if he could. .

If he be- 
haves himself well he is let off so many 
months sooner, according to his term of 
Sentence. 

Harry Hill was sentenced for five years. 
If he behaves himself well and proves a 
“good boy,” he will get, according. to the 
rule, eight months off, thus making his 
term only four years and four months. 4 

A man who has been in the camps lates 
ly a good deal was seen last night at the 
Aragon and askel if Harry is bchaving 
himself in a fashion that will secure for 
him this deduction from his full séntence. 

With a shake of the head the man said: 

“Harry isn’t doing all that he might do. 
He is not a hard worker. He takes things 
too easy. He is a dreamer, and with him 
lately it seems that ‘care has cast its 
anchor in the harbor of a dream,’ ’”’ 

Lord Beresford Yet Invincible. 

But Lord Beresford, the irrepressible, is 
the hero of the camp. 

It is said’ that Lord Beresford hadn't 
beén in the camps two days before he 
knew more about sawing lumber than any 
man there. He is a genius in hiseway, and 
he went to work to learn the buSiness and 
make friends with the folks about the 
camp. He succeeded in both. He never 
misses a chance to make a friend. He 
cannot remain idle a minute. 

With these two requisites of a successful 
man, whatever be his field of labor, Be- 
resford has gone about the work to which 
he has been forced and is doing his full 
duty in the camp. 

He knows 'the sawmill business in all its 
details and has been given the place of 
lumber’ checker in the camp. He checks 
off the lumber as it is ground out, and this 
is a responsible position. It is an office 
that is usually filled in the lumber camps 
by @ man at a salary of $65 per month. 

Harry Hill is doing the stamping act, 
which means he is stamping the brand on 
the end of the pieces of lumber with the 
stencil. This is not a position of very high 
rank in a sawmill where there are con- 
victs, the fob having formerly been filled 
by a little negro boy who was paid $ per 
mgnth. 

t is said by those who have recently 
been to the camps that Beresford has no 
fear of his wife leaving him. It is ber 
lieved that divdrce procéedings which she 
is supposed to have brought against him 
were born of a disposition on the part of 
others to prevent him from getting his par- 

on. 

It is known that Beresford’s wife has 
fallén heir to & million dollars lately. 

She stood by him bravely through all of 
his trials and even went to the prison cells 
to attend him in his hour of humiliation. 

Lately proceedings have been instituted 
against him for a divorce. This story is 
said by men who have been with Beres. 
ford lately to be nothing more than an at- 
tempt to injure his piosnecte for a pardon. 

It is firmly believed that ne will again be 
her husband and that she will wait for 
him to get out of prison.

It is not the 
chaage in the price of silvcr that has 
changed the price of cotton, but it is the 
Same cause that has changed both. The 
price of silver bullion and of all other 
things possessing an affirmative price pre- 
dication has risen since the ‘“‘bond deal,’’ 
so-called, because the Rothschild-Great 
Britian alliance changed its policy 6n be. 
ing granted the consideration involved in 
the concession then conceded, . 

The changed policy was the delivery to 
the centers of commerce, instead of taking 
from them, gold coin or what is potential- 
ly gold coin, the gold bullion ready to be 
cgined, sufficient to stop the rise in the 
purchasing power of gold that has so 


‘long been proceeding, and to, by degrees, 


deliver the purchasing power of gold suf- 
ficient to restore reasonable confidence in 
prices.

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COLVIN SUIT AGAINST JACKSONVILLE 
A Certificate on the Question of Ju- 
risdiction Granted. 
Jacksonville, Fla., April 11.—In the Uni- 
ted States circuit court for the southern 
district of Florida Judge J. W. Locke to- 
day granted a certificate on the question of 
jurisdiction in the suit of John H. Colvin 
against the City of Jacksonville, which was 
dismissed by the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States on April Ist, and the case now 
g0es back to the supreme court for a re- 
hearing. This suit was brought by Mr. 
Colvin, an ex-alderman of Chicago, who 
Owns property in Jacksonville, to restrain 
the city from disposing of $1,000,000 of city 
improvement bonds, and was dismissed by 
Judge Locke for want-of jurisdiction, on 
the ground that the complainant’s prop- 
erty would not be liable to taxation for a 
sufficient amount to meet the interest on 
the bonds during the life of the bonds to 
bring the case within the jurisdiction of 
the court.

Both Sides in the Whitecap Cases Close 
- Their Testimony. 


THERE MAY BE A VERDICT TODAY 


’ Quarles and Butler Swear They Were 
Not at the Hanging. 


THE FORMER HAS FOURTEEN CHILDREN 


One of the Witnesses for the Prosecution 
States That He Perjured Himself 
W ben on the Stand. 


By 6 o’clock this afternoon a verdict in 
the trial of the two alleged whitecappers, 
John Quarles, Sr., and Dave Butler, 
charged with the offense of conspiracy 
against the United States government, 
in an effort to hang the late Henry Wor- 
ley, near the border line of Murray and 
Gilmer counties, may be reached. 

The two defendants were put on the 
witness sterd Yesterday afternoon and 
both stoutly protested their innocence of 
the crime alleged. It was disclosed that 
John Quarles, Sr., had a family of four- 
teen children and that Dave Butler had 
eight children. Each insisted that hé was 
not present at the hanging and that he 
was not in any way connected with the 
whitecap organization. 

Butler made a good impression. His 
manner on the witness stand was cool and 
self-possessed and he met the vigoro 1s 
fiwe of the prosecution without quiver or 
contradiction. His daughter testified that 
he was at home on the night of the killing 
and John Quarles, Jr., who spent the night 
with Butler, corroborated the statement 
of the prisoner. 

The statement of John Quarles, Sr., was 
not as impressive as that of his compan- 
icn. Testimony was introduced, in rebut- 
tal, to show that Quarles had been in the 
liquor business at one time and the assault 
upon his character was such as to pre- 
sent him to the jury in anything but the 
odor of sanctity. 

The defense closed about 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon and only one or.two wit- 
nesses were introduced in rebuttal. The 
argument before the jury will commence 
this morning. Colonel W. &. Glenn will 
close for the defense and Mr. J. H. Meth- 
vin or J. E. Robinson will likely open. 

Messrs. Rucker and James will open and 
close for the prosecution, respectively. 

One of the features of the testimony yes- 
terday was the impeachment of one of 
the witnesses for the prosecution. The 
witness was the father-in-law of Butler, 
an ignorant old man, who testified reluc- 
tantly against his son-in-law on Wednes- 
day and who was introduced by Colonel 
Glenn yesterday morning for the purpose 
of laying the foundation for impeachment. 
The old man admitted that he had made 
repeated statements before the grand jury 
that were not exactly truthful. Colonel 


Glenn took the position that he acted un-_ 


der fear of Dr. E. O. Stafford, who had 
been very active in behalf of the prosecu- 
tion. Witnesses were introduced yester- 
day afternoon to break down the old 
man’s prosecution and to show that his 
&cn-in-law had never made a confession to 
him. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Testimony in the Trial of the Alleged 
Whitecaps Concluded. 7 
sohn Quarles, Jr., the son of one >2¢ the 
defendants, was put on the stand yesterday 
afternoon. 

The witness remembered the hanging 
of. Worley. On Sunday afternoon he went 
to Butler’s house. The witness and But- 
ler were third-cousins. Ben Hemphill, Tom 
Ramsey and Tor Peeples were at Butler’s 
house that afternoon. Mrs. Butler was 
ill. The witness heard no conversation 
between Butler and Hemphill and no such 
conversation passed between them in the 
room. The hanging of Worley was not 
mentioned. The first he heard of it was 
at John Patterson’s store on Monday 
morning. On the night of the hanging 
the witness Was -at Butlef’s house. The 
witness went to sleep at 9 o’clock and 
awoke at 3 o’clock the next morning. But- 
ler was still in hed. 

Not a Member of the Gang. 

“Are you indicted in this case?” 

“I am, but I was not at the hanging.”’ 
He denied that he belonged to the white- 
Cappers. 

The witness stated that ne heard; every- 
thing that was going on in ihe reom at 
Butler’s house. The witness could not say 
that Butler’s arm was hurt the day after 
the hanging. 

A Female Witness. 

Miss Mattie Butler was the first female 
Witness introduced. She was the daughter 
of David Butler and was fifteen years 
old. Her ather had eight children, gshe 
Said. Her mother and two of the children 
were sick at the time of the hanging. 
The witness looked after the supper. John 
Quarles and her father slept together. 
They retired first. The Witness had to 
wait on her mother. She was up at 12 
O'clock. Her father was still in bed. 
Quarles frequently spent the night at the 
house. The witness was up for an hour 
and a half. Tom Ramsey, Tom Peeples 
and Ben Hemphill came to the house Sun- 
Gay afternoon. Nothing was heard about 
- Worley’s hanging. The witness heard 
nothing about it until the’ ‘following Sun- 


day. Quarles staid a

At this stage of the casa Colonel Glenn 
asked for the privilege of introducing 
Mrs. Butler, the wife of one of the de- 
fendants, in behalf of John Quarles, Sr. 
the other defendant. No objection " was 


Mrs. Butler was at home on the night 
Worley was hung. John Quarles, Sr., was 
not at the house that night nor the follow- 
ing day. No further questions were asked. 

Nix then took the stand. The 
witness lived in Gilmer county. He was at 
his brother’s house 6n the night of. the

Henry Correll was next put on the 
stand. 

The witness was. the son-in-law of John 
Quarles, Sr..He was at Quarles’s house 
on the night of the hanging. He was 
there courting his sweétheart. The witness 
subsequently married the young lady. He 
heard a man’s voice in the house just 
before 10 ) ‘clock, but paid no attention to 
it, as he was otherwise engaged. He left 
the house shortly after 10 o’clock. 

On the cross-examination the. witness 
Stated that he married last January. He 
was at the house from an hour before 
sundown until 10 o'clock. 

Butler Tells His Story. 

Dave Butler, one of the defendants, was 
next put on the stand. 

The defendant stated that he had never 
been in a courthouse before in his life. 
He and Worley were good friends. On the 
night of the hanging he was at his home. 
Johnny Quarles spent the night with him. 
The defendant never heard of the hanging 
until Monday. He had never had any deal- 
ings with Tom McEntire. He remembered 
being at Patterson’s store on Monday, but 
never said anything about the hanging. 

“Are you the captain of the white- 
caps?”’ 

“I am not.’’ ‘ 

“Were you at the sawmill on the night 
of the hanging?’”’ 

‘Il was not.’’ 

The witness testified that he and Johnny 
Quarles slept together on the night of 
the hanging. He was plowing in the field 
at the time of his arrest. A large number 
of moonshiners had left the country. The 
witness could have fled, too, if he had 
been guilty of the charges. The witness 
heard that a warrant had been sworn out 
for his arrest, but he did not seek to 
avoid the officers. The witness had never 
held any o¢fice in the kukiux organization. 

Worley was killed a week or two after 
the hanging. The witness was at home 
at the time the hanging occurred. 

Quarles on the Stand. 

John Quarles testified that he had been 
a blacksmith for twenty years. On Friday 
before the hanging he went to a justice's 
court about nine miles off in Gilmer 
county. The case was not tried. The de- 
fendant and Worley were friends from 
childhood. The witness, Blankenship and 
Morrison left the court ground together. 
Worley promised to give him a good dinner 
and some whisky. He took dinner with 
Worley that day. The witness borrowed a 
bundle of check lines from Worley. On the 
way home he stopped at Nix’s house. He 
never went by Butler’s.- The defendant 
‘Stated that he had a wife and fourteen 
children. As soon as he reached home he 
Went to bed. He got up the next morning 
at Gaybreak. He sent his little boy to 
Butler's to get a mule. The mule was 
brought and the defendant started on a 
collecting expedition. The mule fell down 
on the way and he was injured. He was 
not able to work for two or three days. 
He was arrested at ll o’clock at night while 
he was in bed. He was not a member of 
the kKkuklux organization and was not at 
the sawmill at the time the conspiracy 
was formed.

Colonel! Glena Makes a Strong At- 
tack on the Fee System. 

\ "Marshal Dunlap was called tio the stand 

by Colonel Glenn for the purpose of com- 

pleting the cross-examination. 

The marshal! testified that all his depu- 
ties were appointed by himself. He gave 
them commissions subject to ‘revocation. 
He would not care to hold the office of 
marshal without this privilege. The fees 
of the marshal were regulated by law, but 
the fees of the deputy marshals were fixed 
by agreement. 

The district attorney objected 
tions of this character. Colonel 
sisted that a deputy marshal was not, 
the sense of the statute, an officer of 
United States; he was appointed by 
marshal and for that reason he was the 
marshal’s employe and not an officer of 
the United States who was charged with 
the reception of information concerning 
the violation of the revenue statutes. Col- 
nel Glenn made the point that Deputy 
Marshal W. J. Duncan was not an officer 
of the government who could receive infor- 
mation, and for this reason the federal 
court had no jurisdiction to prosecute the 
men who conspired against Worley for 
giving information to Duncan. 

“IT contend, may it please your honor, 
that if the defendants on trial are guilty 
they must be convicted according to law.”’ 

“Colonel Gilenn,”’ said Judge Newman, “if 
you mean to infer that these defendants 
are not likely to receive their legal rights 
in this case you make a serious charge. I 
shell see to it that none of their legal 
rights are denied.” 

“TI beg your honor’s pardon,” said Colonel! 
Glenn promptly. “I did not mean to say 
that the court would not give these de- 
fendants their full legal rights. I merety 
wish to bring to your honor’s attention 
every legal right to which my clients are 
entitled.”’ 

a Merely a Fungus Growth. 

Judge Newman differed with Colonel 
Glenn on the proposition that a deputy 
marshal was not an Officer of the United 
States, and cited him to the statute pro- 
viding for the continuation of the deputy 
marshal in office in the event of the mar- 
shal’s death. 

“On that point, may it please the court, 
I wish to be heard. I shall read from the 
decisions of the supreme court and these 
decisions, I hold, are as good as the 
statutes.”’ 

“Tt doubt that, Colonel Glenn, but I am 
willing to hear from you.” 

“I contend, your honor, that the appoint- 
ment of these deputy marshals is a fungus

system. These men are employed as spies 
to search private homes and drag persons 
to Yystice all for the purpose of increasing 
the fees of the marshal and not for the 
purpose of magnifying the revenues of the 
government.

had no right to appoint men to office as 
deputy marshals, subject to his own re- 
moval. The officers appointed by the mar- 


. Shal are subject to removal only by the 


judge of the district or circuit courts; 
their terms of office and compensation 
should be fixed and certain. In this sense 
and by virtue of complying with this pro- 
vision of the law, a deputy marshal might 
be considered an officer of the United 
States. Deputy Marshal Duncan, however, 
whose commission had been revoked by 
the marshal himself and whose appoint- 
ment had never been« sanctioned by the 
court, was not legally an officer of the 
United States and his commission could 
not be put in evidence as competent testi- 
mony. 
“Listen to This, Your Honor.” 

At this point Colonel Glenn’ suspected 
that the court was not giving him good 
attention. 

‘‘May it please your honor,” said Colonet 
Glenn, “this is a critical point just here 
and I should like to have your undividea 
attention.”’

He is not a deputy marshal 
and has never been in the legal sense of 
the word. In order to qualify as a deputy 
marshal he must take the oath required 
by law before the district judge and the 
district judge must certify to the appoint- 
ment. The only exception to,this proce- 
dure is the case where the newly appointed 
officer resides more than twenty miles 
from the presiding judge. 

“What is your honor going to do in such 
a case as this? The United States has ho 
dealings with such contractors as Deputy 
Marshal Duncan. On this ground Il move 
that Duncan’s commission be excluded.” 

Judge Newman’s Decision. 

Judge Newman, in response to the argu- 
ment of Colonel Glenn, ruled that the 
deputy marshal, in a broad interpretation 
of the statute, was an officer of the Uniteu 
States. Duncan, at the time he received 
the information of stills reported by Wor- 
ley, was an acting deputy United States 
marshal and for that reason an officer of 
the United States. In regard to admitting 
the deputy marshal’s commission without 
the proper certification, Judge Newman 
held that in going before Commissioner 
Hamilton and taking the oath Deputy Mar- 
shal Duncan had substantially complied 
with the law and his subsequent acts in 
pursuance of his appointment were legal 
and official. Judge Newman ruled that ex- 
Deputy Marshal Duncan’s commission was 
good evidence and it was therefore ad- 
mitted.

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ITO COME UP MONDAY 


The Proposition To Issue Bonds Will 
Be Decided by Council. 


COUNCIL SEEMS TO BE UNANIMOUS 


There May Be a Special Registration for 
the Electiog— What Mr. Hendrix 
Has to Say on the Subject. 


The election to decide whether there shall 
be an issue of $100,000 of bonds, the money 


to be used in the completion of the Boys’ - 


High school and in sinking new water 
mains in sections of the city where there is 
now no water supply, is a certainty. 

Since the finance committee of the council, 
through its chairman, Hon. Hugh T. In- 
man, gave its unqualified endorsement to 
the bonds the people who have the taxes 
to pay have been giving the matter quite 
a study, while the heads of the two de- 
partments that are to be affected by the 
issuance of the bonds have been hard at 
work with the people in the interest of the, 
bonds. At the regular meeting of council 
next Monday the finance committee, 
through Mr. Inman, will present a resolu- 
tion ordering an election for bonds amount- 
ing to $100,000. The resolution will show 
that the bonds. sought to be issued will be 
payable ‘thirty years after date and that 
they will bear an interest payable semi- 
annually at. the rate of 4 per cent a year, 
payable in Atlanta and in New York. The 
paper will show, too, that the bonds are to 
be used, $0,000 for the completion of the 
Boys’ High school and $60,000 for the laying 
of water mains. It will not name the bonds 
as separate in their issue, but will make it 
a lump vote for or against’ the $100,000. 
There is a strong probability that the reso- 
lution will provide for a special registration 
for the election and that it will name an 
early date for bath the registration and 
the election, Howevet that feature of the 
paper has-not been decided upon and may 
not be touched as the city attorney) has 
said that a special registraiion for.the 
election. for the bonds may be ordered by 
the mayor, or by the mayor and council. 

It matters not in what shape the paper 
is presented to the-general council it will 
pass and the indications are that it will 
receive the unanimous vote of that body, 
Every member of council who has yet ex- 
pressed himself on the question asserts 
that he is for the bonds and that ke will 
not only vote for the resolution authorizing 
the issue but that he will turn out and do 
his turn of work among the people who 
vote in his bailiwick. 

“It is strange,” said a member of the 

committee yesterday, discussing the 
question, “that any one should oppose the 
issue of the bonds, It is apparent to every 
one who has any knowledge of the city’s 
financial condition that the city cannot 
possibly find the money to complete that 
scrool building. Every one in whe city 
knows that the »uilding must be completed 
or the city will lose all the work that 
has been dghe/ apart from being put to the 
expense Oo nting a place for the school 
for the next term, something that will have 
to be done unless the. building goes on. 
This talk about saving money from some 
sources to complete that buildi: g this year 
is all through the hat. There is no safer, 
better or more successful financier in the 
south than Mr. Inman, and when he says 
the city’sSincome for the year of % is 
marked out up to the end of the year and 
that it will take squeezing to get through, I 
feel sure that he is right and that the end 
of the year will demonstrate the correct- 
ness of the statement. But for what Mr. 
Inman has said I do not know that I would 
be for the bonds, but when one like he, a 
man who knows a dollar mark across the 
street, says that the bonds can be issued 
and the city can carry the burden without 
any increase in taxation, I give in.”’ 

The suggestion to divide the bond issue 
on the ballots, making one for the school 
bonds and one for the water main bonds 
will not cut any figure in the resolution 
that will be presented. The bonds, when 
the question is submitted to the votes of 
the people, will be for or against the 
bonds, and if the vote carries the bonds 
through $100,000 will be issued and the 
proceeds of the sale will be used as indi- 
cated, $40,000 for the Boys’ High school 
and the rest for water mains. 

“Since the questicn of the bonds has been 
assured by the action of Mr. Inman,’’ said 
Mr. Hendrix, chairman of the building 
committee of the board of education, “I 
Fave felt greatly relieved. With Captain 
Lowry and Mr. Beatie, of the board of 
education, I have made a thorough and 
complete examiration of the financial re- 
ecurces of the city for the year and I 
realize that Mr. Inman is correct when he 
says that the money cannot come out of 
the income for the year without crippling 
the city government. I Know that the 
city can carry the proposed increase of 
bonds without any trouble, and I am for 
it and will do ell in my power to carry it 
threvgh. One of the class which grad- 
vates this year and one of the most prom- 
ising of Atlanta’s youngsters, showed me 
a list the other day df voters he had seen 
and whose vote he had secured for the 
bonds. When you get the young people 
interested in a matter it is mighty hard 
to beat them out. At least that has al- 
ways been my experience and I think it is 
the experience of most people.”’ 


VARIOUS ACTS INVOLVED. 


Two Stationary Engineers Charged 
with Working Without a License. 

A case was tried yesterday before Judge 
Orr which is of interest to those engaged 
in running stationary engines in Fulton 
county. 

A warrant was sworn out by J. B. Car- 
son against Charles A. Williams, who has 
been running a stationary engine at the 
exposition grounds, and Mr. Williams was 
yesterday morning arrested by Constable 
Barnes and his trial fixed by Judge Orr 
for 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Williams held a license inssued in 1891 
and expiring in 1892. The law under 
which this license was issued had been 
repealed by the act of December 12, 1894. 
The latter act provided that all licenses 
issued under former acts must be renewed 
and any engineer operating under an old 
license, not renewed, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.

A Special Presentment Regarding Taxes 
Was Made Wednesday. 


GRAND JURORS WILL NOT TALK OF {T 


The Presentment Provides That Atlanta 
Property Shall Be Returned at 331-3 
Per Cent Off City Valuation. 


At Wednesday’s meeting of the grand 
jury an important presentment was made— 
a presentment that is important to every 
taxpayer in the city. 

In connection with the presentment there 
was a committee of five appointed to wait 
upon Tax Receiver Armstead to notify him 
of the grand jury’s action and find just 
what his sentiments are in the proposed 
movement. 

It will be remembered that it was statéd 
in The Constitution more than three weeks 
ago that there had been a presentment re- 
garding the value of property, prepared and 
in the hands of the foreman of the grand 
jury. This presentment provided that the 
tax receiver should accept the returns for 
city property for county valuation at 33 1-3 
per cent off the assessment made by the 
city assessors. 

This means a cut in fees to both the tax 
receiver and the tax collector, but it means 
a& greater saving to the property holders 
of Atlanta. It has been customary hereto- 
fore to accept the returns of the heavy 
holders of real estate at a sum from 20 to 
30 per cent off the city valuation. The 
smaller land holders, however, were forced 
to come up to the city assessment. If this 
presentment becomes of force it means that 
the tax receiver must accept the property 
of the man who owns only $500 worth of 
property at 33 1-3 per cent off the city val- 
uation and that the larger property holders 
will be accorded the same privilege. 

When the presentment was made it was 
decided in the grand jury room that noth- 
ing was to be said Of the presentment until 
the tax receiver had been called upon by the 
committee of five, It is understood, howev- 
er, that the presentment is a strong one. It 
States that the county of Fulton pays 1-7 of 
the real estate tax in the state of Georgia 
and that the citizens of Atlanta are over- 
burdened by the assessment of their prop- 
erty for county taxation and should be re- 
lieved aS much as possible. | 

Tax Collector Stewart expresses himself 
as heartily in favor of such a move despite 
the fact that it will lose him about $1,000. 

“I am in favor of anything that will help 
the small taxpayers—the men who own their 
little homes and have all they can do to 
pay the taxes and live.”’ 

Just what Tax Receiver Armstead’s sen- 
timents are he will not say, Some days ago 
he was told by a Constitution reporter that 
the special presentment would be made 
and he stated that afier it was passed he 
might have something to say. Foreman 
Nelson would not talk about the present- 
ment and refused the names of the com- 
mittee.
